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THE OIL TRADE ASSOCIATION. 

The Oil Trade Association of New 
York has been formally organized. 
The Committee on Nominations has 
certainly done its work well, and that 
there can be no real objection to the 
ticket which it presented is shown by 
the fact that at the meeting held on 
Wednesday morning lastthe nom- 
inees were elected by a prac- 
tically unanimous vote. It is true 
that some of the members showed a 
preference for others than those 
placed in nomination by the commit- 
tee, but in the main the names they 
voted for were those of men, who 
while undoubtedly fully qualified to 
fill the offices for which they were 
named, had no desire to accept the 
responsiblity or were prevented by 
reason of the great demands made 
upon their time and _ attention 
by their private business affairs. 
The association has now been suc- 
cessfully launched and it devolves 
upon its members to prove that it will 
fulfill the expectations of the trade, 
which looks to it to right many 
wrongs, to lay the ghost of extreme 
competition and place the market 
upon a substantial footing. 

Itis altogether probable that nothing 
will be attempted beyond the cultiva- 
tion of a spirit of fraternity, for some 
time tocome. The oil men realize in 
common with other merchants that it 
is desirable and even imperative that 
the rancorous feeling engendered as 
a result of keen competition, should 
be overcome before any steps shall be 
taken to regulate market values of 
goods. The influence of this associa- 
tion will be bent in that direction, 
and when the maxim that in unity 
there is strength has been accepted 
by all those who are affected by this 
amalgamation, and has been thor- 
oughly digested, it will then be in 
order for the association to act upon 
the other questions that are dividing 
the trade. When that time comes, 
and it will not be very long hence, the 
association can be depended upon to 
step in and direct the course of affairs 
inthe trade. If we are not very 
much mistaken in the men who have 
taken this matter in charge, the inev- 
itable result must be vastly beneficial 
to the trade at large. 

In the mean time by the cultivation 
of a spirit of fraternity,and the feeling 
that in acommunity of interests lies 
the greatest strength of any reform 
movement, the welfare of the trade 
will be promoted’ by those 
who have been intrusted with the 
guidance of the affairs of the associa- 
tion.

THE SITUATION OF PARIS GREEN. 


The season just closing has not been 
productive of extreme activity among 
the agricultural consumers, neither 
has it been one of abnormal dullness. 
There have been periods of decided 
briskness in the trade which, how- 
ever, have been offset in a measure 
by seasons of quietude, although the 
average demand has been fair. 

In some cases manufacturers have 
been pushed hard to fill orders, and 
indeed have at times been compelled 
to call upon jobbers holding stocks in 
reserve to aid them in supplying the 
demands. ‘his has been due largely 
to the smallness of the stocks carried 
by manufacturers, who have not for- 
gotten their experience of the last 
two years in manufacturing large 
quantities 1n anticipation of an active 
demand. Consequently when a de- 
mand quite up tothe average made 
its appearance it found them some- 
what unprepared, and necessitated 
brisk work to supply it. This has led 
outsiders, to some extent, to believe 
that a much greater demand existed 
than has been the case. 

There appears to be much diversity 
of opinion as to the probable inquiry 
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from the South, which usually begins 
about August first. There are already 
reports of the appearance of the army 
worm in Texas and Mississippi, but 
not to any alarming extent as yet. 
One dealer expressed the view that a 
sudden spell of extremely hot weather 
in theSouthern States would force the 
season, as the recent floods in that 
section of the country have made the 
ground and conditions in general very 
favorable to the immediate propaga- 
tion of the worm. Other manufactur- 
ers, while agreeing with this view in 
theory, did not think that the effects 
would be sufficient to materially af- 
fect the demand. There isnot a little 
of last year’s stock still held by 
Southern dealers, and some makers 
think that while the prospects appear 
good for an early season, it will take 
considerable time to exhaust the pres- 
ent supplies and cause any extra de- 
mand to be made upon this market. 

Among the dealers there are, of 
course, some who insist on taking a 
pessimistic view of the situation. 
These argue that the old stocks, a de- 
creased acreage and the precarious fi- 
nancial condition of the South, due to 
the low price of cotton, make the out- 
look for the coming season rather 
gloomy. It must be admitted that 
these views are well taken, but the 
majority of manufacturers are in- 
clined to place the matter in a more 
hopeful aspect. 

Prices have been maintained as a 
rule and the reports of shading prove 
upon investigation to be confined to a 
few outside parties, and consisted 
chiefly of selling small lots upon the 
basis of quotations for larger quanti- 
ties. Various views are taken as to 
the possibility of obtaining higher 
prices. One opinion was expressed to 
the effect that if the combination had 
more confidence it could obtain old 
time prices, but this view is not 
generally held, the greater portion of 
the manufacturers interviewed hold- 
ing tothe opinion that any increase 
in values would be ill-advised. 


MEXICAN SARSAPARILLA AGAIN, 


Nearly three months ago we cailed 
attention to the high prices then rul- 
ing for Mexican sarsaparilla, and at 
the same time commented upon the 
characteristic uncertainity of that 
article, so far as prices are concerned. 
Our remarks have been illustrated by 
the course sarsaparilla has taken dur- 
ing the past ten weeks, in which 
period several fluctuations have 
occurred. Now, however, the prices 
are high, having even advanced over 
last week’s figures. The scarcity of 
the root is responsible for the advance. 
The local market is almost bure of 
stock, and as nearly as can be ascer- 
tained, the producing districts are in 
no better position. This assumption 
is supported by the fact that a large 
handler of Mexican sarsaparillain the 
local market, in endeavoring some 
three weeks ago, to purchase a 
quantity of the root for forward deliv- 
ery, was unable to secure more than 
five bales. It is not accurately known 
just how much, if any, -is en route 
for the American market, but it is 
safe to say that very little is coming 
forward. But, as we have on pre- 
vious occasions hinted, Mexico is 
rather an unknown quantity and sup- 
lies from there may put in an appear- 
ance when least expected. It seems 
highly improbable, however, that if 
there really were supplies in Mexico 
they would be withheld when such 
high prices are obtainable in this 
market. Therefore, taking into con- 
sideration the various phases of 
the situation, the market for Mexican 
sarsaparilla seems to be in as strong 
and healthy a position as we can 
ever hope to see it. 

Sales here must necessarily be 
of a jobbing character, for stocks 


“to 2,922,662 barrels, or 


are too light to admit of large 
sales being made, and _ besides 
holders are reluctant to unload 
entirely, and thus lose the benefit of 
further advances in price, which are 
expected. 

The market is also strengthened by 
the export demands on the Mexican 
root, while for Honduras the export 
orders have been light. The problem 
has resolved itself into one of supply 
and demand, and as the latter is alte- 
gether out of proportion to the former, 
we are probably destined to see 
some interesting development in this 
market.

JUNE PETROLEUM STATISTICS. 

The reports of the pipe lines show- 
ing the statistical condition of the pe- 
troleum industry at the close of June 
and the production and consumption 
during the month make a somewhat 
startling exhibit. The production, al- 
though showing a decrease, is by the 
reports shown to have been larger 
than was anticipated, while the deliv- 
eries were much smaller, and this has 
naturally augmented the additions to 
the stocks to a figure that was entirely 
unexpected,and even up tothe middle 
of the month regarded as impossible. 
This accumulution has proved adis- 
couraging feature to the producers as 
there can be little hope of incrcasein 
values so long asstocks continue to in- 
crease. There has been no decline in 
the speculative market following upon 
the publication of the pipe line re- 
ports, the price being already near 
the lowest point ever reached. The 
decrease in production is merely ap- 
parent, as the month has one day 
less than the preceding, and add- 
ing another day of the month’s 
average, will bring the total produc- 
tion above that during May. Thede- 
liveries, however, show an actual de- 
crease of considerable amount, and 
although this may be expected at this 
season, still the amount is smaller 
than during any month for several 
years. The decreased deliveries were 
not due toa falling off in export de- 
mand, as our statistics of shipments 
and charters testify, but may be attrib- 
uted to other causes, among which 
the increased use of Ohio oil plays a 
prominent part. 

The production during the month 
of June reached a total of 2,683,934 
barrels, which is a decrease of 10,786 
barrels as compared with the produc- 
tion during May, but the average 
daily production was 89,464 barrels, 
an increase over the May average of 
2,538 barrels. Compared with the 
average of June last year there was an 
increase of 8,331 barrels. The total 
deliveries during June amounted to 
2,105,319 barrels, which is a de- 
crease of 169,120 barrels, and 
compared with June last year 
here is a decrease of 23,051 barrels, 
The total net stocks in possession of 
the several pipe lines at the close of 
June amounted to 18,276,895 barrels, 
showing an accumulation during the 
month of 595,065 barrels, and brings 
up the increase in stocks during the 
first six months of the present year 
an averege 
of 487,110 barrels per month. The 
stock is now the largest that has been 
held since December, 1888. The 
amount of National Transit certifi- 
cates outstanding at the close of the 
month shows an increase of about 
575,000 barrels, the total being 5,805,- 
894 barrels. Thecredit balances show 
a decrease of 484,881 barrels. 

The report of the Buckeve Pipe 
Line Company, giving the statistics 
of Ohio oil, shows an increase in both 
production and deliveries and a de- 
crease in net stocks. The runs dur- 
ing June amounted to 1,099,145 bar- 
rels, which is an increase of 34,667 
barrels. The deliveries amounted to 
1,492,543 barrels, and show an ine 
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crease of 64,790 barrels. The total net 
stocks at the close of the month 
amounted to 19,668,893 barrels, which 
shows a decrease during the month 
of 393,746 barrels. This makes the 
total decrease during the first half of 
the present year 2,434,812 barrels, or 
an average of 405,802 per month. The 
decrease has been continuous since 
August, 1891,when the stocks amount- 
ed to 22,993,496 barrels, the decrease 
since that time amounting to 3,324,603 
barrels.

port through purchases for consump- 
tion, the reaction was inevitable. The 
speculative movement seems to have 
entirely collapsed. Very little lead 
was sold outside of that taken by the 
operators who were trying to force 
prices up. Consumers who have a 
very small outlet for their products 
at present, are not in need of supplies 
and as they had not much faith in the 
movement toward higher prices, they 
could not be induced to stock up. As 
soon as the break occurred, and it 
amounted to ten cents per hundred 
pounds, a considerable quantity of 
lead changed hands, but chiefly among 
speculative operators. Since then the 
market has remained steady, but it is 
quite likely that a further decline will 
occur. 

What makes this the more probable 
is that the bill recently introduced 
into Congress, which has for its ob- 
ject the placing of silver lead ore on 
the free list, is quite likely to be- 
come alaw. The introduction of this 
bill reopens the question of admitting 
Mexican lead ores intu this country 
without payment of duty—a question 
which was temporarily closed about 
two years ago by the action of the 
Treasury Departmeut in issuing reg 
ulations which practically shut the 
Mexican ore out of American mar- 
kets. ‘The agitation of reciprocity 
with other nations, particularly 
those to the South of us, has 
again opened the way for the 
friends of free Mexican ore to have 
their claims affirmatively acted upon 
by the United States Government, 
and it is evident that they mean to 
take full advantage of the opportu- 
nity. The bill has already passed the 
lower house and if approved by the 
senate and signed by the president, it 
will create somewhat of a revolution 
in the lead trade of this country, as it 
will help to materially increase the 
supply. Every effort will be made to 
secure the enactment of a law making 
the Mexican lead ores duty free, but 
as the bill has many opponents among 
strong protectionists, and purticu- 
larly those representing the Ameri- 
can lead producers, it will not become 
alaw until every effort to defeat it 


has been exhausted.

ACTIVITY IN THE JALAP MARKET. 


Taking the drug market as a whole 
there has been very little activity dur- 
ing the past few months. The desert 
of stagnation has, however, been from 
time to time relieved by an occasional 
oasis in the shape of some one article 
in which there has been more or less 
of aboom. The latest article to re- 
lieve, by its activity, the monotony of 
quietude which so generally prevails 
has been jalap. The attention of all 
who are interested in the root has for 
two or three weeks been centered on 
its course during that period. It may 
be safely stated that the result of the 
scrutiny has been the unbounded sat- 
isfaction of all holders of jalap. The 
market has seldom, if ever been in a 
stronger position than the one whichit 


now occupies, Stocks here are very 
light, first hands being entirely sold 
out, and the very best grade having 
also been taken up from socond hands, 
leaves the market bare of choice. 
As the bulk of the arrivals come in 
during the period extending from 
April to July there is very little more 
expected to come forward. Export 
orders have also been filled to the ex- 
tent of about seventy bales, and this 
has tended to stiffen the local market. 
Orders have again come from Europe, 
and the probabilities are that there 
will be still further demands from 
there on an already depleted market 
here. A further cause, which has led 
to the advance in the price of jalap,is 
the fact that we are just beginning to 
feel the reaction frem the absolute 


are just waking up to the fact that they 
need jalap, and thus the demand has 
picked up along with the price. 

The strength of the market is very 
well illustrated by the fact that 
attempts to buy the best quality at 
even one cent below the market were 
unsuccessful, although poorer lots 
were obtainable at the prices offered. 
The-London market, too, is firm, and 
that has helped things along on this 
side. It will be remembered that last 
year the jalap market pursued very 
much the same course, and that 
the prices then advanced to fifty 
and sixty cents. It will also be 
remembered that at that time the 
market was not nearly so completely 
sold out as it is now. Taking this 
into consideration, some are predict- 
ing a return of last year’s high prices, 
claiming that history is repeating it- 
self. In this case the wish may be 
father to the thought, and the proph- 
ets a little over-sanguine; but be that 
as it may, it is an indisputable fact 
that the market is more than usually 
strong and healthy and that the tend- 
ency is toward further advances. 
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The entire plant and business of the 
Pittsburgh Tubeolene Refining Co.

Camphor, 200 reis (10%d) per kilo 
(=354% 0z.); cottonseed, almond and 
other seed oils, the same; essential 
oils, 750 reis (8s. 3d.) per kilo; nitrate 
of silver, 350 reis per kilo; quinine 
salts, 2,000 reis (9s.) per kilo; and 
chemical products generally will pay 
13 per cent. ad val.

There were about twenty-five 
genuine painters present and in the 
neighborhood of seventy-five or one 
hundred drummers from the various 
houses manufacturing paints, It is 
supposed that the hard working paint- 
ers had no trouble in buying all the 
material they wanted for theirsummer 
trade. 


It is really a matter of congratula- 
tion, saysthe Poltery and Glassware 
Reporter, that nearly all the wage 
scales and move lists between the 
manufacturers and workmen have 
been adjusted. There only remains 
the chimney blowers’ scale, the green 
bottle list, and the window glass 
workers’ scale to be signed, and the 
entire glass-working fraternity will 
be ready for another year’s success- 





ful business. It is the general im- 
pression among the best informed 
workmen and employers that there 
willbeno trouble in any of the de- 
partments of the glass industry, as 
manufacturers and employes have 
for many years maintained the 
closest and most friendly relations 
with one another, and there is an ab- 
scence of bitterness and rancor, and 
a disposition on both sides to effect a 
settlement of even the most trying 
questions by mutual concessions, 
which is a credit to the craft and the 
men engaged in the business. 


Many tons of beeswax are imported 
to this city from tropical and sub- 
tropical parts of this continent and 
from Spain. Much of this comes 
from Cuba, where a tropical vegeta- 
tion supports and employs an enor- 
mous number of bees. Much of the 
Cuba wax comes in great masses 
weighing from 65 to 70 pounds each. 
Although various substitutes for wax 
have been discovered, it is still used 
in great quantities in the manufacture 
of candles, especially for ecclesiasti- 
cal use. 

The hop growers of central New 
York have effected a combine which 
they claim holds 3,200 of the 3,500 
bales of hops of 1891 remaining in 
first hands in this State, whereby no 
hops are to be sold for less than 24 
cents a pound this week, 25 cents next 
week, and a rising weekly advance of 
one cent till the new crop is available. 
It is probable the combine will be ex- 
tended into the new crop season, 
weak growers being helped to hold 
for fair prices. 

The general managers of the exhibit 
of theState of NewYork at the World’s 
Columbian Exposition find it neces- 
sary to call special attention to the 
fact that their board, and the judicial 
district commissions associated with 
it, constitute the only recognized me- 
dium of intercourse between intend- 
ing exhibitors and the Exposition au- 
thorities. No volunteer agencies what- 
ever have either the right or power to 
act in that capacity, and none can ac- 
complish the slightest good in secur- 
ing recognition for exhibitors. 


The Tower Varnish Co., Dayton, O., 
who have not manufactured varnishes 
for several years, have again entered 
the fleld as manufacturers, and hav- 
ing a practical maker of twenty years 
experience, they are prepared to sup- 
ply varnishes of their own make equal 
to any in the market. The phenome- 
nal success met by their pure oil dryer, 
which has a national reputation, may 
be taken as evidence that whatever 
goods are manufactured by this firm 
will be found fully up to representa- 
tions. 

A prominent Pittsburg glass manu- 
facturer has signed an agreement 
with the Morgantown, W. Va., Build- 
ing and Investment Company to erect 
a plant on the company’s ground that 
will give employment to 600 men. 
The plant is to be built as soon as the 
extension cf the Fairmont, Morgan- 
town and Pittsburg Railroad is com- 
pleted, giving direct railroad connec- 
tion with Pittsburg. Beside giving 
20 acres of ground for the site of the 
glass plant, the Building and Invest- 
ment Company will put up $50,000 in 
buildings to be occupied by the work- 
ingmen.—Nal. Glass Budget. 

For a long time past the Whiskey 
Trust has held a monopoly in the 
matter of making quotations in high- 
wine spirits at St. Louis, Cincinnati. 
Chicago and Peoria. Last Wednesday, 
however, the Central Distilling Com- 
pany, the only establishment of 
the kind in its locality not con- 
trolled by the Trust, notfied the trade 
that it would in future make a market 
on highwines, and followed this an- 
nouncement by quoting highwines at 
$1.10, or 5 cents less than the figures 
quoted by the Trust. The Central 

istilling Company has a $400,000 
plant, with a capacity of 400 bushels 
of corn a day. 


The official chemists of the New 
York Coffee Exchange, Messrs. Brey- 
ers & Schweitzer, were recently ap- 
pointed analytical and_ consulting 
chemists to the New York Produce Ex- 
change. ‘This nomination is of the 
highest value for the lard, oil and 
petroleum trades. Elaborate experi- 
ments carried out with unexcelled ex- 
actness in the laboratory of this firm, 
resulted in the finding of a new 
method of tracing the origin of fats, 
oils, etc., etc. This new method of 
examination enables the firm to de- 
termine the constituents of any mix- 
ture of oils,etc..and to give advice as to

was announced as having taken place 
at his country residence at Irvington 
on the Hudson, last Tuesday, at the 
age of 72 years.

under adverse conditions appears to 
have been lost sight of and should be 
recorded. After leaving the employ 
of the late A. T. Stewart. he engaged 
in the paper business on Vesey street, 
which venture proved disastrous. 
Nothing daunted, young Field went 
to work to retrieve his fortune and 
when success attended his efforts he 
paid his old creditors in full, with in- 
terest, one of the rare instances of 
fulfilling moral obligations which had 
ceased to be legal obligations. 


Amonst the changes which have re- 
cently bean effected in the import 
duties of Servia the following may be 
noted: Vegetable medicines gener- 
ally, such as barks, seeds, leaves, res- 
ins, flowers, copaiba, manna, opium 
and camphor, acids and salts, mercu- 
rials, and animal products, such as 
cantharides and musk, are raised 
from 50f to 100f per 100 kilos ; sulphur, 
alnm, soda and other alkali products 
have been increased from 2f to 8f per 
100 kilos; mineral acids, arsenic, zinc 
white, and other dry substances of a 
similar nature rise from 5f to 12f; 
cochineal and indigo, with several 
other similar colors, are now to pay 
80f per 100 kilos, they paid 50f before. 
A considerable change has been ef- 
fected in the oils and fats class of 
goods, all the rates being increased 
by two to five times what they were 
formerly; thus olive and seed oils 
will henceforth pay at the rate of 100f 
per 100 kilos; it used to be 20f ; waxes 
will pay the same as against 49f, and 
candles of paraffin, tallow, &c., will 
pay 150f. 


About August 1 the Columbus Dis- 
tilling Company expects to begin op- 
erations at its distillery now being 
completed rapidly It has a 
capital of; $500,000. H. B. Riggs is 

resident of the company and E. L. 
erdenberg is secretary and treas- 
urer. The new concern is to make 
alcohol from molasses. It will inci- 
dentally turn out some rum, but the 
other product will be the principal 
one. It is the claim of the new com- 
pany that it can undersell the grain- 
using refineries in the West controlled 
by the Trust. The capacity of the 
Columbus refinery is put at 15,000 gal- 
lons of alcohol a day. Machinery for 
the establishment has been building 
in Cincinnati. Transportation of 
molasses in bulk is to be an import- 
ant element in the enterprise. One 
tank vessel has already arrived from 
Cuba with acargo for the company. 
Several tank steamers are available 
for the trade, one of them having a 
capacity of 600,000 gallons. These 
vessels could carry oil to Cuba and 
bring back molasses.

Editor O11, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER: 

By established custom purchasers 
of varnish as well as of all other man- 
ufactured articles have come to 
recognize certain brands and labels 
as representing certain standards and 
grades of merchandise, and to pur- 
chase such merchandise upon an im- 
plied understanding that it corres- 
pond in grade and quality with that 
bearing the same brands and labels 
which they had heretofore examined 
or purchased. 

When a manufacturer or dealer 
substitutes an inferior article for one 
which is recognized by its brand or 
label, he is guilty of an act which 
under most circumstances would de- 
ceive the purchaser. I do not be- 
lieve that such a course is consistent 
with fair dealing. Because of this 
0sition which I have taken Messrs. 

erry Bros. of Detroit, Mich., have 
seen fit to misrepresent me to the 
trade. 

Ihave therefore addressed to them 
the following letter which explains 
my position upon this important sub- 
ject: 

Mr. Joseph H. Berry, 

Dear Sin:—Some time ago you saw 
fit to address many letters of which 
the following is a copy: 

Mr.—— 

Dear Sir :—We have been informed 
by some of our customers in your 
vicinity that Mr. Chas. F. Bates, 
(formerly in our employ but now 
with Messrs. Pratt & Lambert), has 
been making false statements about 
our method of doing business, and in 
case he may have talked in a similar 
way to you, we think it our duty to 
correct any erroneous impressions he 
may have conveyed. 

All our actions are open to the full 
investigation of any of our friends. 

We regret that Mr. Bates should 
heve pursued such a_ dishonest 
course, more on his own account than 
ours, us we believe such methods re- 
act unfavorably upon those using 
them.

action in civil or criminal court, 
and let them decide whether the 
statements I made are false or true. 
The statements are admitted. Are 
they true or false? 

I also made a statement to Mr. 
E. Lambden, of New Rochelle, N. Y., 
a dealer, that he was not buying 
as low as hiscompetitors ; bring along 
your books and show whether this is 
true or false. I made a statement 
that your labels were misleading. 
This statement was based on letters 
from your house to meas salesman 
for you, as follows: ‘‘And we are not 
overcharging them (Messrs, McClure, 
Walker & Gibson, Albany) in any in- 
stance, as they really get a higher 
grade of goods underthe same names 
and brands, than Mr. Beard’s cus- 
tomers get, as his orders all come in 
here (Detroit) to be filled, and we use 
our discretion ove as to what to 
give.”” In another letter you say: 
“In reply to my syete for prices on 
Light and Walnut O. F. (oil finish) for 
McClure: I have no objection to sell- 
ing them at a less price and you 
can cut it as much as you like, 
5, 10, 15, or 20 cents; in fact, 
my own policy would be to sell them 
this article s0 low that we could only 
afford to give them a poor grade of 
furniture varnish and by so doing get 
them so disgusted with the cheap 
goods that they would stick to and 
appreciate the standard H. O. F.”’ 
Plainly,you say,to my reading of your 
writing, a label can cover two or 
more qualities of varnish. Label the 
same, prices different, qualities differ- 
ent, and governed by the prices. 

Without personality, but as manu- 
facturers, let us obtain judgment; 
whatis rightand who is rightand thus 
help to get a better standard for the 
varnish trade, so that honor and 
honesty can abide therein. 

And if you want to go further and 
take up more of these statements and 
fultill your offer ‘‘all our actions are 
open to the full investigation of our 
friends’ Iam ready. Let us discov- 
er now and finally who is right in re- 
gard to the above “false statements”

Recent Treasury Decisions. 
SHAVINGS, 


CORK 


In the matter of the protest of Alex. 
Murphy & Co., against the decision 
of the collector of customs at New 
York as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain cork 
shavings, imported per OCufic, March 
13, 1891, the following is the opinion 
by General Appraiser Wilkinson: 

The merchandise consists of cork 
shavings. It was assessed for duty 
at 10 per cent. as waste, and is claimed 
to be exempt from duty, under the 
provision of paragraph 548 for ‘cork 
wood or cork bark, unmanufactured.” 

We find that the goods are chip- 
pings or shavings left in the process 
of manufacturing articles from cork 
bark, but these shavings are not 
themselves manufactured into any- 
thing, and it seems fair to hold that 
they are cork bark, unmanufactured. 

The claim of the appellants is sus- 
tained accordingly. 


EMPTY GLASS BOTTLES. 

In the matter of the protests of 
Merck & Co. et al, against the de- 
cision of the collector of customs at 
New York as to the rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain empty 
glass bottles, imported per the vessels 
and on the dates named in annexed 
schedule, the following is the opinion 
by General Appraiser Sharretts : 

We find as facts that the merchan- 
dise isempty glass bottles or demi- 
johns, holding more than one pint, 
similar to that described in paragraph 
103, act of October 1, 1890. Duty was 
assessed thereon at 40 percent. ad va- 
lorem, in accordance with the proviso 
attached to paragraph 104. The ap- 
pellants claim that the bottles are du- 
tiable at 1 cent per pound, under par- 
agraph 103 of said act. 

‘The Board in G. A. 317 held that the 
proviso attached to paragraph 104 did 
notapply to empty glass bottles pro- 
vided for in paragraph 103. This rul- 
ing was affirmed by Judge Bond upon 
the review before the circuit court for 
the district of Maryland and theissue 
abandoned by the Government in the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
The protest is sustained.

The Scotch Oil Trade. 


So peculiarly is the destructive dis- 
tillation of oil shale. a Scottish indus- 
try, that the condition of the mineral 
oil trade is a matter of national inter- 
est. Mineral oil, of course, is nota 
monopoly of ours, but the mineral oil 
of America, East Europe ‘and Asia 
comes to the hand of man in a liquid 
or semi-liquid, form, whereas in Scot- 
land it has to be mined from the bow- 
elsof the earth in the form of shale 
and then put through an elaborate 
process of distillation in retorts of the 
most scientific construction. The 
Scottish oil industry is, from first to 
last, one calling for the exercise of 
the highest chemical and engineering 
knowledge and skill, whereas that of 
America calls for little more than the 
application of mechanical labor. The 
history of the Scotch industry has 
been a romance, and few departments 
of human effort have experienced so 
many vicissitudes within considerably 
lessthan a generation. At present 
the trade seems to have fallen upon 
evil days, and a perusal of the annual 
reports of the several companies, the 
last of which has just been issued, is 
a depressing exercise. Looking at 
the net result of the operations of the 
financial year just closed, we find the 
following in the case of those compa- 
nies that have published their ac- 
counts:

Thus, four only out of eight com- 
panies are able to show a balance on 
the right side of profit and loss ac- 
count, even by po-tponing allowances 
of depreciation of property, machine- 
ry and plant. In some cases (it would 
be invidious to make individual refer- 
ences here) no de} reciation has been 
been written off for several years; in 
others the operation has only been 
suspended for a year or two, in the 
hope, no doubt, of better days to 
come. 

Whether such a hope can be fairly 
entertained there is only too good 
reason to doubt; and that that vague, 
incorporate, yet shrewdly intelligent, 
body called * the market ”’ entertains 
but little can be i: ferred from an in- 
spection of the Stock Exchange list. 

e have been at pains to com- 
pile a comparison of the prices 
of oil shares as at the close of last 
account and a the corresponding pe- 
riod of last year. The effect of a 
year’s depression is startling. The 
following statement shows the prices 
of the shares on June 10, 1892 and 
1891, respectively:

To this, however, must be added 
the loss by interest ia these com- 
panies which bave not paid any divi 
dends, the depreciation on capital 
converted from debenture bonds into 
ordinary shares (Young’s) and the de- 
preciation on other mortgage and 
debenture bonds and deferred shares 
—items which are not easily ascer- 
tainable, but which will bring up the 
year’s loss to, in round numbers, not 
jess than three-quarters of a million 
sterling. Indeed, it would not 
pe unfair tuo assume that the 
community is poorer by one million 
in respect of these investments than 
it was @ yearago. How much poorer 
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since the companies were formed one 
shrinks from inquiring. 

This isa serious enough fact in it- 
self, but, unfortunately, worse re 
mains behind. The accounts of a 
considerable number of these compa- 
nies show that they are in a condition 
from which financial recovery is hope- 
less without some phenomenal re- 
vival in some branch of the oil trade. 
Of such phenomenon there is not the 
slightest prospect. Last year good 
hopes were entertained of profit under 
the arrangement with the American 
competitors for sustaining the price 
of seale or paraffin wax. What was 
gained, however, in scale was more 
than lost in burning and machinery 
oils, and a heavy net depreciation oc- 
curred. This year a fierce competi- 
tion between the Americans and the 
Russians has produced a still further 
reduction in the price of oil, and at 
the present moment there does not 
seem to be a redeeming feature in 
the trade. Indeed, the competition 
between the petroleum wells of the 
eastern and the western hemispheres 
may conceivably reduce the price of 
burning oil to farthings, instead of 
pence, per gallon, and with this pro- 
duct must also decline the heavier 
oils used for machinery purposes. 
With the Seotch companies burning 
oil is now very much in the nature of 
a by product, their profit being de- 
rived from elements which formerly 
went to waste. This, however, is 
amere general statement, not to be 
received without qualification. Thus, 
the companies may not, as a rule, ex- 
pect to make a profit on the average 
selling price of burning oil; but if by 
the competition of petroleum they are 
compelled to sell at a loss what they 
eannot avoid making, then their 
chance of profit upon the other pro- 
ducts is pro tanio reduced. At the 
present moment the fortunes of the 
survivors seem to depend on the fu- 
ture course of seale and sulphate of 
ammonia, and the balance of prob- 
ability does not appear to be in favor 
of an advance in either. On the other 
hand, the announcement of a heavy 
reduction in the price of petroleum in 
America convnys a serious menace; 
andit must be admitted that few, if 
any, of these Scotch incorporations 
are in a position to stand any further 
buffeting. Their balance sheets are 
not models of perspicuity; indeed, 
some of them leave the general im- 
pression that they are skilful contriv- 
ances to hide the worst from the long 
suffering proprietors. Sometimes 
one may be cruel only to be kind, and 
sometimes one may try to be kind and 
end by being cruel. If all the oil 
coneerns had been properly debited 
with depreciations most of them 
would have been wiped out of exist- 
ence by this time. But while there is 
life there is hope; and, at all events, 
as long as there is life there is em- 
ployment for a large number of per 
sons, who will, indeed, be in an evil 
case when the oil industry has to be 
numbered among the departed glories 
of Secotland.—Glasgow Herald,

The Galician Petroleum Industry.” 


The inereasing consumption of 
petroleum in the form of lamp oil and 
lubricating oil, and especially the 
growing demand for the material in 
manufacture of gas for illuminating 
purposes, either as a substitute for 
eannelin enriching coal gas or for 
carburetting water gus, are rapidly 
tending to confer general industrial 
importance upon sources of supply 
that might otherwise have remained 
of merely local consequence. It is on 
this broad ground that the subject of 
the Galician petroleum industry has 
been thoug!it to ke not unworthy of 
the attention of the members of the 
Society of Chemical Industry. 

The petroloum industry of Galicia, 
in common with the corresponding 
industries of the United States, 
Russia, and other countries, may 
properly be described us of great anti- 
quity. From the earliest times of 
which any historical records have 
been preserved the crude oil has been 
collected in a primitive fashion and 
has been largely employed in 
the manufacture of cart grease, and 
as aremedial agent for outward ap- 
plication in cases of cutaneous dis- 
ease of men and animals. The oil was 
also, many years ago, sent into Bo- 
hemia, where it was mixed with small 
coal to form briquetts. In the first 
instance it was collected from springs 
and streams of water, but the old 
timbered oil wells so frequently met 
with in Galicia and Roumania indi- 
cate very clearely that it has long 
been the practice in those countries

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to dig wells or shafts for the collec 
tion of the oil. The petroleum of 
Galicia is specially referred to in local 
records from the commencement of 
the seventeenth century, but evi- 
dently was not at that early date re 
garded as having any commercial im 

yortance, for as Mr. Nelson Royd. 
1.1.C.E., has pointed out, it was not 
mentioned in the Austrian mining 
laws framed in 1786, and applicable to 
Poland. It was not, in fact, until1810 
that petroleum appears to have been 
first officially noticed ina government 
degree relating to the registration of 
mining rights. There are no statis- 
tics from which any accurate impress- 
ion of the extent of the industry at 
this early period can be gathered, but 
it may safely be assumed that the re- 
quirements of of a sparse population, 
far removed from the civilizing in- 
fiuence of the capitals of Europe can- 
not have been considerable. It was 
not, in fact, until the manufacture 
from the raw material of an oil for use 
in lamps was commenced that the in- 
dustry assumed industrial importance 
and the pit wells were found inade. 
_ to meet the rapidly increasing 
demand. 

In the United States the petroleum 
industry in its present form is gener- 
ally considered to date from the drill- 
ing of what is known as the Drake 
well in 1859, but long before this time 
systematic attempts were made in 
Galicia to found a business in the re- 
fining of the oil. As far back as 1810, 
or between that date and 1818, Hecker 
and Mitis, who owned wells in the 
Dohobyez district, are reported to have 
distilled the oil, and the Alstettering 
in Prague is stated to have been 
lighted with the product. The refin 
ery from which the city received its 
annual = of 300 cwt., was 
situated at Kabieza, and the oil ap- 
peared to have been sold at 35 florins 
per ewt. This business, however, 
“ame to an end in 1818, and nofurther 
attempt to supply an oil suitable for 
use in lamps appears to’ have been 
made until 1852. In that year amanu- 
facture of cart grease, of the name of 
Schreiner, collected some of the liquid 
which condensed on the cover of the 
vessel in which he was accustomed to 
heat the crude petroleum. This strong 
smelling oil he took to an apothecary 
named Mikolasch, whose assistants, 
Lukaseiwicz and Zeh, treated it with 
sulphuric acid and caustic soda, This 
refined oil was found to burn so well 
that renewed a.tention was at once 
directed to the subject. In the fol- 
lowing year Galician petroleum was 
substituted for candles in thelighting 
of the station of Emperor Ferdinand’s 
North Railroad, and in 1854 the oil be- 
came an article of commerce in 
Vienna. 

In 1859 one of two brine wells in the 
Sloboda Rungurska district of Galicia 
excavated as far back as 1771, and 
stated to have continuously yielded a 
small quantity of petroleum, was 


deepened to 25 meters, with the result 


of increasing the yield. This historic 
well, which bears the name of Stanis- 


lawa, appears to have been further 


deepened by digging in 1865, to 50 
meters, the original diameter of 1°50 
meters being preserved to the bottom. 
It is stated by Babu to have yielded 
then five barrels a day, and this pro- 
du¢tion was not sensibly altered by 
an attempt in 1875 to increase it by 
drilling from the bottom of the shaft 
to a further depth cf 100 meters, mak- 
ing 150 meters in all. In 1884 the 
depth of the well was further in- 
creased by drilling to 213 meters, and 
the yield of oil was thereby aug- 
mented to 10 barrels a day. ; 

It was, however, in what is known 
as the Bobrka district that the earliest 
systematic development of the indus- 
try occurred, and when the writer 
visited the Galician oil fields in 1887 
he was pleused to see that a stone 
obelisk had very properly been er- 
ected in this district hy Klobassa and 
Tscezieski, the owners of neighbor- 
ing petroleum properties, which the 
following is a translation :—‘‘To pre 
serve the memory of the founding of 
the petroleum mine in Bobrka in the 
year 1854 by Ignacy Lukaseiwicz, 
November 4, 1872.’’ 

Bobrka is a village on the left bank 
of the Jasolka, between Krosno and 
Dukla, and it was here that after 
many comparatively unseccessful at- 
tempts to collect the petroleum by 
the digging of long trenches about a 
meter deep, and shallow wells, Luka- 
seiwicz, with the co-operation of M. 
Klobassa, completed in 1861 the first 
important well, which, at a depth of 
14 meters, yielded 6,000 kilogrammes 
of oil per hour. The work of develop- 
ment was thenceforward proceeded 
with, and the production quickly as- 


‘sumed loca!ly important dimensions, 


The active development of the Slo- 





boda Rungurska section of the Kolo- 
mea oil field was commenced in 1881, 
and in 1883 this district was reported 
to be yielding 550 barrels per diem. of 
crude petroleum within an area of 
1,500 meters in length and from 350 to 
500 meters in breadth. The Solboda 
Rungurska field was for a time by far 
the most productive of the Galician 
oil territories, the production at one 
period having increased to over 1,600 
barrels per dav. In consequence of 
the compact character of the petroli- 
ferous area, and the apparent regular- 
ity of the distribution of the oil over 


this area, the drilling of wells within 


the demarcated oil zone in this dis- 


trict has been attended with compara- 
tively uniform success. 


Meanwhile the development of the 
portion of the oil belt in the neigh- 
borhood of Ustrzyki has been stead- 


ily progressing, and there is now no 


part of the Galician oil fields where 


the industry is more firmly estab- 


lished or where the prospects are 
more favorable. 

Concurrently with the recent pro- 
gress made in the Ustrzyki section of 
the belt renewed attention has been 
given to the western end, and at 
Wietzno some remarkably productive 
wells have been drilled. The Wietzno 
fleld joins the Bobrka district, where 
the petroleum industry of Galicia 
may, as already pointed out,be said to 
have had its birth. Thoneighborhood 
of Krosno constitutes another portion 
of the western end at the oil belt in 
which the efforts of the producer have 
quite recently met with conspicuous 
success, several very productive wells 
having been drilled here. 

The province of Galicia was origin- 
ally a portion of the kingdom of 
Poland, It was allotted to Austria at. 
the time of the partition in_1776, and 
is now embraced in the Empire of 
Austria-Hungary. <A glance at the 


map of Europe will show that Galicia 


lies on the northern slope of the Car- 
pathiar mountains,which extend in a 
general northwesterly and southeast- 
erly direction. 

In this connection it may be well to 
point out that the principal petro- 
leum deposits occurring in various 
parts of the world are closely associ- 
ated with the chief mountain ranges. 

Jommencing, at the extreme east- 
ern confines of Europe, with the very 
important oil fields in the neighbor- 
hood of Baku, evidences of the exist- 
ence of the oil are found at many 
moun- 


points along the Caucasus 
tan range between Baku and 


the Black Sea coast, notably in the 
neighborhoud of Tiflis, and between 
Poti and Batoum. On the Tman pen 
insula, inland of Novorossisk, lie the 
oil fields of Illsky and Koudako, and 
farther westward are the well known 
petroleum deposits of Kerth, in the 
Crimea. 

Still traveling westward, the Carpa- 
thian ranges are reached, and here, 
in addition to the Galician oil terri- 
tory, which, as already stated, lies on 
the northern slopes of those moun- 
tains, there are the important Rou- 
manian oil fields occupying the 
southeaster: and southern slopes cf 
the Southern Carpathians,or Transyl- 
vanian Alps, and deposits which as 
yet are of comparatively small com 
mercial importance in the Bukowina, 
Transylvania and Hungary. 

An extension of the same general 
southeasterly ard northwesterly line 
will pass through the neighborhood 
of Hanover, where petroleum is now 
being obtained. 

Parallel to this long line of petro- 
leum-producing localities, but conside 
erably to the south of it, there isa 
series of localities where petroleum 
indications are said to occur on the 
coast of Dalmatia and Albania, near 
the Dinaric Alps and Pindus moun- 
tains, and to the northwestward of 
these indications is situated the some- 
what important oil field of Alsace, 
bordered by the Vosges mountains. 
Stillfurther south is another north- 
westerly and southeasterly line of oil- 
bearing rocksin Italy following the 
general direction of the Appenines, 
and to the southeastward is the island 
of Zante, where the historic petroleum 
spring of Herodotus may still be seen. 

It may be suggested that the oil 
deposits of Sicily lie on a further 
parallel line, and it will be observed 
that such a line prolonged to the 
northwestward would not pass far 
northward of the Pyrenees, where pe- 
troleum has also been met with. 

In Spain petroleum has been found 
not only in the north, but also, it is 
said,in the south near Seville, not 
far distant from the Sierra Nevada 
mountains, and if a line parallel to 
those already referred to be drawn 
through the latter in a southeasterly 
direction it will intersect the Algerian 
oil deposits in the neighborhood of 
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Oran, with the Atlas mountains not 
far inland. 

Reverting once more to the Gali- 
cian oil fields,attention may be drawn 
to the importance of their geo 
graphical position, for they lie, as 
will be seen, almost exactly in the 
center of Europe. The ‘‘oil belt,’’ as 
far as ithas yet beer defined, has a 
length of some 220 miles, with a 
breadth of from forty to sixty miles, 
and it extends, as already indicated, 
in a general northwesterly aud south- 
easterly direction. 

The precise positions of the various 
petroleum producing properties, as 
wellas of localities where promising 
oil indications occur, are very clearly 
shown in a series of three maps 
which have been drawn for this paper. 
The situations of the respective areas 
of these maps are indicated on the 
map of the kingdom of Austria-Hun- 
gary. To all these maps further 
reference will be made under the 
heads of production and refining. The 
country, as will be seen from the 
series of three maps, is to a large ex- 
tent of a mountainous character, but 
itis for the most part well provided 
with good rvads, and most of the de- 

eloped properties are within a short 
dirtacne of the raiiway. 

The Carpathians form a long 
curved range of mountains separat- 
ing Hungary and Transylvania on the 
north, east and southeast from Sile- 
sia, Galicia, Bukowina, Moldavla and 
Wallachia. The inner curve of this 
range consists largely cf precipitous 
masses of rock, while the outer slope 
descends gradually to the Tertiary 
plains of Galicia and Roumania by a 
descending series of parallel folds. 
At the foot of the slope is a deposit of 
rock salt extending through Galicia 
and Bukowina into Moldavia. On 
the northern declivity in Galicia the 
cretaceous formation is covered with 
a deposit of eocine rocks and the 
whole surface has been thrown into a 
series of ridges. the denuded crests of 
which exhibt the successive layers. 
Heurteau points out that the rarity 
of fossils in these beds renders their 
classification very difficult; it is, 
however, agreed that they are of the 
latest period of the cretaceous age or 
of the eocene age. To these rocks as 
a whole the name of Carpathian sand- 
stone hus been given. A portion of 
this sandstone is bordered by a de- 
posit of the miocene age. C. M. Paul, 
who has carefully studied the gevlagy 
of the Carpathians, asserts that in 
the neighborhood of Cracow the cre 
taceous formation met with is only in 
a rudimentary stage, while the Ter- 
tiary formation fully developed. 
He describes the four following dis- 
tinct groups in descending order: 

1. Magura Sandstone. = Quartose 
nonealcareous sandstone, alternated 
with grey or whitish laminated clays, 
which separate the beds of friable 
and shaly white micaceous sandstone 
containing vegetable remains. In 
this formation white or blue hydraulic 
mar! is also met with, and at the base 
is also found a choracterlstic quartz- 
oze conglomerate. Fish remains also 
occur. ‘This belongs to the close of 
the Eocene period. 

2. Smilno Schiefern.—Black lamin- 
ated and contorted shales, character- 
ized by layers of flint and spheros- 
iderite. 

3. Belowesa Schiefern.—Hierogly- 
phic sandstone and red shales in thin 
layers, very Micaceous, ‘Tothis hori- 
zon belongs also the brown sandstone 
in thick layers, permeated by veins 
of spathic limestone and sandstone in 
thin lamin, with fucoids. 

4, RopiankaSchiefern.—Shaly beds, 
micaceous aud {uartzose, usually 
bluish-gray, containing layers of sand- 
stone of medi'm grain completely 
saturated with petroleum. 

The slopes of the Carpathian thus 
consist of Cretaceous aud Tertiary 
limestones, sandstones and shales 
overlying a mass of metamorphic 
rocks. ‘lhe shales are for the most 
part rich iu vegetable and animal re- 
mains, this being particularly notice- 
able in Kast Galicia and the Buko- 
wina, where thick beds of black 
bituminous shale are met with. The 
petroleum occurs in both coarse and 
tine sandstone, chiefly of the Eocene 
and Miocene ages, but it doubtless 
was formed in the shale. The oil 
bearing formation lies, as already 


is 


stated, in p:irallel folds, and the pe- | 


troleum is found in great abundance 
unce under or near to the crests of 
the anticlinals. Rock salt, gypsum, 
native sulphur and various sulphides, 
blende, pyrites, and galena are met 
with in association with the petro- 
leum. Sulphuretted hydrogen is also 
a frequent concomitant, 

Of the petroliferous formation in 
the Ustrzyki district, Paul remarks 
that the alternating layers of shales, 








clays and sandstones of which it is 
composed belong to the early Eocene 
age, therefore to the same geological 
horizon as the oil-bearing rocks at 
Bobrka, Plowce, Uherce, and Schod- 
nica. The overlying beds are of later 
Kocene age, and the underlying have 
not yet been opened up. 

In the following tabie by Rateau 
some of the petroleum-producing 
localities in Hungary and Galicia are 
classified geologically :

Mr. William Topley, F.R.S., who is 
well known to have devoted special 
attention to the geology of petroleum 
has, with a kindness for which the 
writer cannot sufficiently thank him, 
furnished for this paper the following 
particulars of the geological occur- 
rence of petroleum in Galicia. 

The Carpathians are composed of 
thick masses of rock, mainly sand- 
stones, which have been thrown into 
a great series of folds, trending a 
little south of east in West Galicia, 
but turning more to the south further 
east, and in East Galicia trending 
about southeast. 

These sandstones, 
termed the Carpathian sandstones, 
are now known to belong to 
the Neocomian, Cretaceous, and 
Lower Eocene formations; or, by 
comparison with well-knowa strata 
in the southeast of England, they 
range in age from the Lower Green- 
sand to the London Clay. 

The Eocene strata, the upper beds 
of which are now called Oligocene by 
Paul; form the rolling ground on the 
northern fianks of the Carpathians, 
whilst the flatter land to the north is 
formed of Miocene beds. This isa 
rough and general statement of the 
range of the beds, but the whole dis- 
trict is traversed by a number of 
folds and anticlinals, so that the Neo- 
comian beds are brought up amongst 
the newer strata; and by the extreme 
foldings, faults and overthrusts to 
which the beds have been subjected, 
the older rocks seem often to overlie 
the newer ones. 

The general succession of the strata 
as follows, petroleum occurring in the 
divisions marked *: 

*Salt Marl beds (ozokerite—Miocene. 

Magura and Kliwa sandstones, *Men- 
ilite beds (Oligocene of some Auth- 
ors)—Eocene. 

Carpathian sandstone series: (*Upper 


collectively 


— Eocene; Middle — Cretaceous; 
*Lower (Ropianka beds)—Neoco- 
mian. 


The menilite beds take their name 
from the occurrence therein of menil- 
ite (a semi-opal). 

Different authors employ somewhat 
different names in describing the 
beds. Some of these names may 
be of beds only locally developed. It 
is therefore sometimes difficult 
to correlate the various descriptions, 
or to get all the beds mentioned into 
any general classification. 

According to Walter, the petroleum 
bearing rocks of Lomna and Galowka 
being to the lowest strata of the Eo 
cene formation, and therefore re- 
semble those of Bobrka. The strata 
at GalowKa are: 

Ist. Softsandstones carrying water ; 
the so-called Kliwa sandstones, 

2nd. Black bituminous shales with 
fish remains. 

3rd. Hornstone and glassy sand- 
stones. 

4th. A set of blue and red marls, 
without sardstones, imprevious to 
water. 

5th. Well developed sandstones, 
with thin beds of blue marl. This sand- 
stone is the horizon at which petro- 
leum occurs most abundantly. 

A fine series of specimens illustra- 
tive of the petroleum and ozokerite 
deposits of Galicia was exhibited by 
Professor L. Szajnocha, of Cracow, at 
the International Geological Con- 
giess in London (1888.) The follow- 
ing examples are extracted from the 
catalogue of the exhibition:

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Trade of Neweastle-upon-Tyne. 
REPORT BY CONSUL METCALF. 

In November, 1889, the alkali man- 
ufacturers held a meeting in Liver- 
pool with a view to arranging prices 
in trade, and the outcome of such 
meeting was that the United Alkali 
Company (limited) was formed, with a 
capital of £3,000,000 of 7 per cent. 
preference capital, of which £2,825,- 
240 has been issued. and £3,000,000 
of ordinary, of which £2.892,- 
430 has been issued. The  free- 
hold, leasehold, and other proper- 
ty and plant stands at £7,415,236 13s., 
and the additions during the past 
year at £65,725 13s. 2d., making a 
total of £7,480,962 6s. 2d. At the first 
annual meeting of the company, held 
at Liverpool on March 24, it was 
stated that the stocks of manufac- 
tured products, raw materials, stores, 
ete., which had been carefully valued, 
stood at £943,082 7s. 6d. The gross 
profitin the manufacturing account 
was £780,891 1s 2d.. which, with one 
other small amount for transfer fees, 
brought the gross profit to a total of 
£781,053 168. 10d. After various de- 
ductious a net balance of profit of 
£716,456 17s. 5d. was arrived at, and 
after paying interest on purchase 
money and debenture interest there 
was left an available balance of £536,- 
870 3s. 3d., of which £316,660 8s. 3d. 
was paid to shareholders and the bal- 
ance (£190,209 15s.) carried to reserve 
fund. 

This company purchased the whole 
of the works in the United Kingdom 
manufacturing alkali, bleaching pow- 
der, ete., also the salt works that 
were in possession of various alkali 
makers—in all embracing fifty-six 
works. All the works on the Tyne 
were bought by this company between 
November, 1890, and December, 1891, 
and are now consolidated under a 
board of managing directors. The 
offices of the local board of manage- 
ment are located in this city. 

Prices has been advanced consider- 
ably, as competition has been done 
away with. 

One of the very large works, ad- 
joining the docks owned by the 
Northeastern Railway Company (the 
only railway company serving tnis 
district), has been sold to that com- 
pany, and the various other works 
have been shut down and broken up. 

The chemical trade on the Tyne is 
represented by four works employing 
a much less number of men than 
formerly, on account of the improved 
machinery introduced. One of these 
works, formerly Alhusen’s turns out 
the largest quantity of caustic soda of 
any works in the world, and is, I be- 
lieve, the only one manufacturing 
high-strength caustic soda of 77 per 
cent. 

With regard to the output, it has 
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declined. The reason of this might 
be slightly due to the increase in 
prices, butis mainly due to the de- 
pression in trade. It should also be 
borne in mind that if less shipments 
gofrom the Tyne than formerly it 
may be due t» the company now 
shipping from their works at Liver- 
9001 and Glasgow to the United 
States on account of lower freights, 
quicker dispatch, ete. The Tyne is 
very much occupied by the Russian 
trade. 

With regard to the sale in the Uni- 
ted States, it is now done through a 
few firms where formerly every works 
had its own agent and sold only for 
that firm. I believe the head agents 
of the company for the United States 
are all located in New York. 

The table herewith oompiled from 
the returns published by the Tyne 
improvement commissioners, show a 
serious decrease in the chemical ex- 
port trade of 1891:

The Oleo Resin of Canarium Muelleri, 
Bailey; With Notes on Manila Elemi. 
BY J. H. MAIDEN, F.L.S., F.C.S., ETC. 

PART I, 

I have received from Mr. F. M. 
Bailey, F.L.S., Colonial Botanist of 
Queensland, a small quantity of an 
exudation from the above species, ob- 
tained from the Johnstone River, 
Queensland, by Dr. T. L. Bancroft. A 
description of the species will be found 
in Add. to 3rd Suppl. to Syn. Ql. PL, 
in Catalogue of QI. Pl., page 106, where 
the following note occurs:—**Upon 
cutting a log of this tree, Dr. Bancroft 
observed a ftlow of honey-like liquid 
of a turpentine-like odor, some of 
which has been analysed by Mr. Mar, 
government analyst, who says: “The 
substance in bottle marked turpen- 
tine is a resin resembling elemi in its 
general chemical characteristics.’ ”’ 

The substance if, as has been in- 
dicated, of the consistence and general 
appearance of honey. It has a delic- 
ious turpentinous odor, admixed with 
lemon, very different to the odor of 
the official elemi. When digested in 
cold alcohol, the lemon odor is 50 
strongly brought out as to almost 
bring this substance into the category 
of a perfume. 

The substance at my disposal (three 
or four ounces,) has not been suf- 
ficient for an exhaustive examination 
of the exudation from Canarium 
Muelleri, but quite sufficient to indi- 
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cate its nature, and I trust that there 

may be placed at my disposal a pound 

or two of it at the least, in order that 

I may complete the research. 

First of all I will give a brief re- 
sume of the exudations from other 
canariums. 

The genera plantarum of Bentham 
& Hooker gives sixteen genera and 
two doubtful ones, belonging to the 
Burseracex, andspeaks of the mem- 
bers of the natural odor in general as 
“Arbores v. frutices, seepe elatie, bal- 
samiflue v. oleifer«.’’ Lindley speaks 
of them as “abunding in balsam or 
resin,’”’ and this property is an impor- 
tant aid in the allotment of aplant of 
this natural order, particularly when 
the botanical material is imperfect. 

Canarium.--Queensland has another 
species, C. Australianum, F.v.M., in 
Fragm, III, 15, transcribed Austral- 
asicum in B.F1. I., 377, but no exuda- 
tion from it is recorded. 

C. vitiense, A. Gray, occurs in Fiji, 
and C. harveyi, Seem., in Tonga, but 
Seemann does not record any exuda- 
tion from them. 

Africa.—Oliver, in the ‘Flora of 
Tropical Africa, makes no allusion to 
any equdation in either of the two 
African species. This is significant, 
as he usually takes cognizance of such 
matters. However. [ find in Mol- 
oney’s, Forestry of West Africa,’ the 
following statement referring to C. 
edule, Hook. f.: ‘Under the bark are 
large masses of scented gum used by 
the natives in fumigating them- 
selves.’’ 

India.—The Indian Burseraceze are 
dealth with very fully by A W. Ben 
nett, in the ‘Flora of British India,’ 
and in his ‘“‘Notes on Indian burser- 
acez’’ he goes even more fully into 
the matter of exudations in this nat- 
uralorder. As regardscanarium, Mr. 
Bennett only refers to the exudations 
of three species, commune, strictum, 
and bengalense. 

C. bengalense,Roxb.,exudes a clear, 
brittle, amber-colored resin resembl- 
ing copal, see Kurz. ‘Forest Flora of 
British Indla,’ Bennett, op cit, and 
others. 

C. commune is, however, the species 
of most interest to us, because it is by 
some people supposed to yield the or- 
dinary elemi (Manila) of commerce. I 
proceed to quote the best authorities, 
from which it will be seen that the 
origin of Manila elemi is still a matter 
of uncertainty, and it is therefore 
dangerous to make any assumption 
as to the composition and properties 
of the exudation of C. mulleri based 
on the further assumption that elemi 
is the product of a canarium. 

The British Pharmacopeeia of 1885, 
speaking of manila elemia, says :— 
The botanical source of which is un- 
determined, but is sometimes referred 
to canarium commune, Linn.,’’ and 
the latest official guide I have of the 
Kew Museums (i886,) expresses similar 
a 

In the ‘Pharmacographia’ of Han- 
bury and Fluckiger these authorities 
do not think that manila elemi is the 
product of a canarium. 

Cooke, speaking of GC commune, 
says, “Commercially no elemi is de- 
rived directly or indirectly from India 
and although the tree is found there, 
under the name of Java almond, or 
Junglee badam, its resins seems to be 
unknown; Dr. Covke had charge of 
the gums and resins-in the Indian 
Museum, London, and had special 
facilities to acquire exact knowledge 
of the subject.” 

I now turn to authorities on the 
other side. ‘‘The tree produces resin 
so abundantly that it hangs in large 
pieces and conical tears from the 
trunk and principal branches The 
resin is at tirst white, liquid and 
sticky, but afterwards becomes yel- 
lowish and of the consistence of wax 
(Rumphius).”’ 

We are told by Horsfield, in his list 
of medicinal plants of Java, ‘‘that the 
gum nas the same virtues of balsam 
of copaiba.”” Both the above quota- 
tions are from the ‘Pharmacographia 
Indica,’ pt. IT.’’ 

_ “The bark yields an abundance of 
limpid oil with pungent turpentine 
smell, congealing in a buttery cam- 
phoraceous substance ; it has the same 
properties as balsam of copaiba.”’ 

These three statements of old au. 
thors from the basis on which nine- 
tenths of subsequent notes on the 
resin are made in books. It is a re- 
flection on botanists—1. That the 
nature of the resinous exudation of so 
common a tree as C. commune is not 
placed beyond doubt; and 2, that the 
sourse of manila elemi is not settled 
absolutely. 

The most recent note of allis: ‘The 
resin of C. commune occurs in large 
dry masses of a yellowish-white color; 
it readily softens when heated and has 
then an odor like elemi,’” ‘Pharm, 
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Indica,’ pt. II. I hone to soon see a 
fuller examination of this resin, 7%. @., 
the indubitable product of canarium 
commune. 

PART IT. 

The oleo resin of canarium mulleri 
is readily soluble in light petroleum, 
chloroform, ether, absolute alcohol, 
rectified spirit (‘843 sp. grs.,) but only 
partially so in 50 per cent. alcohol. 

If exposed to the atmosphere the 
oleo resin steadily diminishes in inten- 
sity of odor, while the viscosity in- 
creases. The following are the results 
of an actual experiment: A quantity 
of the oleo resin was exposed to the 
atmosphere on April18;o0n May 7 it 
had lost 3°331 per cent. in weight, on 
July 7 5°531 per cent. ; and on October 
10 over 7':165 per cent. ‘There is no 
doubt that if exposure to the atmos- 
»here be maintained for a sufficiently 
ong period, the residual substance 
would become brittle and destitute of 
odor. 

If the exudation be treated with dil- 
ute alcohol, and exposed to the heat 
of a water bath, a volatile oil is driven 
off which may be condensed and sep- 
arated from the accompanying alco- 
hol without much difficulty, while a 
resin is left behind. The whole ofthe 
volatile oil is with difficulty driven off 
at this temperature within a reason- 
able period, unless solution in alcohol 
be effected , the operation may be ex- 
pedited by means of an air bath 
(temperature 110°-120°C.) 


When cold the residual resin is 
beautifully transparent, and of the 
color and general appearance of gela- 
tine. The contraction on cooling is 
great, as the resin cracks in all direc- 
tions. In other words it is a brittle 
resin, and it therefore powders with 
great facility, forming an impalpable 
powder like sandarach, with the differ- 
ence that it is far easier to powder 
than that substance. 


The exudation (henceforth in this 
paper to be alluded to as oleo resin,) 
contains 26°67 per cent. of a lemon- 
scented volatile oil which may be dis- 
tilled over in the above operation. 
The quantity of oil obtained by me 
was not even sufficient to determine 
its boiling point, much less its consti- 
tution. 

The meiting point of the residue 
resin is 75°76 C, (167-168°8 F.) Like 
the original oleo resins, it is readily 
soluble in light petroleum, chloro- 
form, absolute alcohol and ether. 

It is proper to quote at this place 
the characters of manila elemi as 
giveninthe B. P. of 1885: ‘‘When 
fresh, soft, granular, resinous, color- 
less, but by keeping it becomes harder 
and of a pale yellow tint. Odor, strong 
and fragrant. somewhat resembling 
fennel and lemon. Moistened with 
rectified spirits it breaks up into 
small particles, which, when ex- 
amined by the microscope, are seen 
partly to consist of acicular crystals.”’ 

1. 'Che most careful tests have failed 
to detect any acicular crystals in the 
oleo resin of C, muelleri, nor have at- 
tempts to obtain a crystallizable resin 
from the same substance been suc- 
cessful. 

2. There is no fennel odor in the 
balsam of C. muelleri. 

3. The latter is not, at any time, 
whether fresh or after keeping, of a 
granular consistence. 

The oleo resin has, in fact, been 
very carefully worked at with the 
view to obtain the crystallized sub- 
stance (elemin or amyrin) obtained by 
Fluckiger from elemi, but without 
success. 

With the oleo resin of canarium 
muelleri, under the microscope, no 
trace of crystalline form can be dis- 
covered either from solution in alco- 
hol, ether, chloroform, ete. The 
Psudo-crystalline appearance this 
oleo resin assumes when treated with 
either ether or alcohol is found, when 
examined under the microscope, to be 
caused by minute air globules. 

On the other hand, when elemi is 
treated with alcohola large quantity 
of blade-like crystals are seen under 
the microscope; these crystals are 
present in large quantities. 

From these and other comparative 
tests, it appears that this oleo resin 
and elemi are neither identical nor 
allied. Besides Fluckiger’s paper al- 
ready quoted, those interested in the 
chemistry of emeli are referred to the 
following:

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CONCLUSIONS. 

1. The exudation of canarium muel- 
leri consists of a solution of an amor- 
phous resin in a volatile oil, and is 
therefore an oleo rosin. 

2. It possesses no particular affini- 
ties to manilia elemi composition of 
oleo resin of canarium muelleri: 
Resin (soluble in alcohol and 

ether) 
Volatile oil 
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Tallow Used in Soap Making. 


The fat now to be considered is the 
soap fat par excellence, no other fat 
or oil approaches it in the quantity 
used for this purpose or in the quality 
of the soap which is made from it. It 
is therefore necessary to deal with 
this fat somewhat in detail. 

Tallow is,or should be,derived from 
the fat of cows, oxen, sheep, goats,and 
similar animals, this fat being taken 
from the thicker deposits which sur- 
round the abdomen, known generally 
among butchers as the kell, although 
itis known by other names in some 
places; anatomists call it the omen- 
tum. Tallow is also obtained from 
the fat surrounding the large muscles, 
the kidneys, and a few other organs 
of the body. Fatty matter can be 
and is obtained from other parts of 
the animal, such as the intestines, 
bones, etc., and such fat is often sold 
as tallow, sometimes with a qualify- 
ing distinction ;at other times and this 
wherever possible without such a quli- 
fying deseription. Whenever tallow 
is dealt in as tallow,it is always under- 
stood to be the fat obtained from the 
parts above named, and the sale of 
any other kind of fat should be re- 
garded as a fraud upon the buyer. 

The deposit of tallow as it exists in 
the animal body is found to be con- 
tained in small cells or bladders of 
animal tissue. The object of its be- 
ing in this condition is that while be- 
ing fluid so as to move with every 
motion of the part-, yet itis not able 
to flow from the spot in which it is 
found. As itis taken from the body, 
the crude fat is known as butchers’ 
fat, and is usually purchased from the 
butchers by the tallow refiner who, if 
he be located in a large town, often 
distinguishes between ‘town fat’’ and 
“country fat,’ the former being 
usually fresher,and therefore yielding 
a better quality of tallow than the lat- 
ter. The idea or principle which 
underlies all processes for the extrac- 
tion of the tallow from this rough fat 
is to separate out by some means the 
animal tissue from the actual fatty 
matter, a process which is known as 
rendering. The various means which 
have been adopted to do this will now 
be described with as much detail as 
possible. 

The simplest and perhaps the most 
commonly adopted method, as it only 
requires the use of a simple boiling- 
pan and no chemicals, is by means of 
steam. A vat of suitable size, accord- 
ing to the amount of rough fat to.be 
rendered at one operation, is pro- 
vided. This is arranged so that the 
contents can be heated by means of a 
steam-pipe. Two draw-off cocks are 
provided near the bottom, one for 
running off the water, and the other 
for the rendered tallow. Itis a good 
plan to have a guage-glass close to 
these cocks, so that the height of 
the water and melted oil is easily 
seen. The size of the vat or pan will 
vary according to the quantity of 
rough fat it isdesired to render at one 
time; and this is the case with all 
operations of this character. As some 
guide to the size of pan it may be 
stated that one ton of melted tallow 
has a volume of 248 gallons; a further 
capacity of about 25 gallons must be 
allowed for the animal tissue, and 
from 75 to 100 gallons for water, &c. 
Altogether, to render one ton of tal- 
low at one operation will need a vat 
of say 400 gallons capacity. The pro- 
cess is as follows:—A quantity of 
water is placed at the bottom of the 
vat, the rough fat, which should have 
been previously broken up into con- 
venient-slzed pieces, is thrown in, 
and then the steam is turned on. As 
the contents of the vat rise to the 
boil, the tallow melts, and escaping 
from the animal tissue rises to the top 
of the water as a liquid mass. When 
the whole of the tallow has been melt- 
ed out, the steam is turned off and the 
mass allowed to settle. The animal 
tissue or crackling goes down to the 
bottom of the vat, while the tallow 
comes up tothe topin a clear layer. 
Two courses are now open: either the 
water is drawn off from the bottom 
by means of the lowest of the taps 
until the layer of the tallow gets be- 
low the level of the top cock, and then 
from this itis drawn off, leaving the 


cracklings and a small quantity of 
the tallow still in the vat; this is al- 
lowed to remain in until it is quite 
cold, when it is taken out; as it is lia- 
ble to contain some of the tissue and 
perhaps some impurities, it is best 
dealt with by throwing into a subse- 
quent batch of rough fat. The crack- 
lings and water are now thrown on to 
strainers and the water separated out. 
The cracklings still contain some fat, 
and this may be separated, if thought 
necessary, by pressing under an hy- 
draulic press. The second plan of 
dealing with the melted tallow is to 
allow it to set solid, and then dig it 
out away from the water, which is 
then treated as before. From 85 to 90 
per cent. of tallow may be extracted 
from the rough fat. 


The housewife renders lard or suet 
by placing the crude leaf or fat ina 
tray in the oven. The heat of the 
oven causes the fat toswell and burst 
the animal membranes holding it, 
and to flow out into the tray. The 
same principle has been adopted on 
the large scale in avery efficient man- 
ner, 


The plant required is built of wood 
or other suitable material, of conven- 
ient size,fitted on two sides with rack- 
work, a passageway being left down 
the center. On the rackwork are 
placed a number of sheet tin trays 
placed in an inclined position. Below 
each row of trays runs a gutter or 
drain pipe which communicates with 
areceiver placed outside the cham- 
ber. A steam pipe running round 
the bottomof the chamber serves as 
ameans of heating it. The fat as it 
comes from the butcher’s is cut up 
into small pieces and placed in the 
trays. When all the trays are filled 
the steam is turned on,and the cham- 
ber heated to 130° to 135° Fahr. Itis 
not advisable to exceed these tempe- 
ratures,or otherwise there is a liability 
for the fat to become discolored. A 
lower temperature can be used, but it 
takes longer to render the fat. The 
fat melts and runs out of the trays 
into the gutters, and so into the re- 
ceiver outside the chamber. The 
cracklings which are not melted 
by the heat are left behind in the 
trays. The whole of the fat is not 
extracted by this process, but that 
which comes out is of first-rate qual- 
ity. The fat which is left in the 
cracklings may, if thought fit, be re- 
covered by the process described 
above or by some other, when a small 
quantity of inferior tallow is obtained. 
A modification of this plan lately 
patented consists in blowing or draw- 
ing, by means of a fan, hot air 
through the chamber. 


An apparatus for rendering tallow 
by steam consists of an _ upright 
boiler, capable of being worked at a 
pressure of from 60 to 80 lbs. per 
square inch. Atthe top end it is fit- 
ted with a manhole for charging, and 
a safety-valve; near the middle of the 
boiler are two draw-off cocks for run- 
ning off the melted fat. Near the 
bottom is a valve for the admission 
of water. Below is a perforated false 
bottom. On the bottom is asteam 
pipe endingin asteam coil below the 
fulse bottom, and a water draw-off 
cock. Just above the false bottom 
should be arranged a manhole for 
withdrawing the residual cracklings. 
A platform is arranged at a suitable 
height for charingthe boiler with the 
rough fat. The crude fat is broken 
up into small pieces and charged 
into the boiler through the manhole 
atthe top. Whensufficient has been 
placed in, the manhole is made se- 
cure. Water is run into the boiler, 
and the steam is turned on, the 
period of working varying from four 
to eight hours according to the 
amount of material being used. At 
the end of this time the fat is drawn 
off by means of the draw-off cock, 
water being run in if necessary to en- 
able this to be done, the water being 
then drawn off by the cock, and the 
cracklings through the lower man- 
hole. 

In place of using water in connec- 
tion with rendering, whereby the 
cracklirgs are as arulerendered un- 
fit for further use, the tallow is often 
obtained by melting with close steam 
in the boiler just described, running 
off the fat from the cocks when the 
operation is finished. In some places 
jacketted steam pans are used in 
which the rough fat is kept at from 
120° to 130° Fahr. untilit is all melted, 
when it is run off through suitable 
draw-off cocks into cisterns. 

Processes like those just described, 
in which no chemicals are used in 
the process, are the best for rendering 
tallow, but processes have been de- 
vised and used in which chemicals 
are used to facilitate the separation 
of the fat from the animal tissue;

seribed., 

D’Arcet’s process is based on the use 
of sulphuric acid jacketed copper pan 
closed in at the top and provided with 
man-hole, steam pipe and coil, tallow 
draw-off cocks, waste cock, safety 
valve, ete., is required. This pan 
should be able to stand a pressure of 
50 or 60 lbs. on the square inch. The 
fat is placed in and then sulphuric 
acid diluted with twenty times its 
volume of water is added, the quan- 
tity of tunis weak acid which is used 
varying a little, but averaging four 
per cent, of the rough fat. hen the 
pan is charged the manhole is closed 
steam is sent into the coil, and the 
contents of the pan heated for four to 
five hours at a temperature of 220° to 
230° Fahr. The animal membranes 
become dissolved in the acid liquor. 
tho tallow collects on the top, and is 
run off by means of the draw-off 
cocks into a cooling cistern, in which 
it solidifies; the acid liquor is then 
run off and the pan is ready for an- 
other charge. As the tallow is liable 
to retain traces of acid, it is advisable 
to boil it up in another pan with clean 
water so as to wash out all traces of 
acid. The process yields from 85 to 
90 per cent. (of the weight of the 
rough fat) of tallow. Many modifica 
tions of this plan are and have been 
used, the differences being caused by 
using different proportions of acid to 
fat, more or less water, length of 
boil, pressure of steam used, ete. ; but 
it is not necessary that these modified 
processes should be noted in detail, 
the principle underlying them is the 
same in all, the solution of the animal 
membranes by the sulphuric acid, and 
therefore a more perfect separation of 
the tallow than is possible by a dry- 
heat system such as has been de- 
scribed above. 

Evrard, in place of acid, makes use 
of a weak solution of caustic soda to 
dissolve out of the animal tissues. In 
this process a simple boiling pan is 
used; in this the rough fat is placed 
with from 1 to 1°5 per cent of its 
weight of commercial caustic soda of 
60 per cent. strength, with a large 
quantity of water, s0 as to have only 
a weak solution of caustic soda. The 
contents of the boiler are heated by 
means of steam for four to five hours, 
The alkali acts upon the animal mem- 
branes and dissolves them, at the 
same liberating the fat, which collects 
on the top of the aqueous liquor. 
When the operation is finished the 
steam is turned off, the tallow drawn 
off and washed witb clean water, so as 
to free it from traces of alkali and 
animal tissue which may be retained 
in it. and then finished in the usual 
way. In this process care must be 
taken not to use too much alkali, or 
otherwise some of the fat will become 
saponified and therefore lost, for it 
will be dissolved in the alkaline 
liquor and pass away with it in the 
form of soap. 

For many purposes it is considered 
objectionable to render tallow with 
the aid of chemicals, and on this aa- 
count chemical processes are not 
often adopted. The metiods which 
yield the best tallows are those where 
the tallow or rough fat is subjected 
to the action of heat alone. and with 
these it is best to arrange for the tal- 
low to flow off as it melts, so as to 
withdraw it from the action of the 
heat which might tend to cause its 
discoloration. In these processes it 
is advisable not to subject the fat to a 
higher temperature than 140° to 150° 
Fahr., or to prolong the heating lon- 
ger than is necessary with a view of 


avoiding any charring and conse- 
quent discoloration of the fat, which 
is not easily got rid of. 

Where water is used to effect the 
melting and separation of the fat 
from the animal membranes a higher 
temperature may be used without 
running any risk of discoloring the 
the tallow, but it is with these pro- 
cesses not always easy to ensure com- 
plete separation of the tallow and 
animal tissue, and if any of the latter 
gets into the tallow it is liable to be- 
come putrid and cause the tallow to 
have a rancid smell; to avoid this it 
is worth while to remelt the tallow 
over clean water to wash it thor- 
oughly. 

The processes above described, 
are applicable to the extraction 
of tallow or other animal fa's 
from the deposits of fat which 
surround the intestines, muscles, 
and other organs of the animal, 
whether such be cow, ex, sheep, goat, 
pig, horse, ete.; but of course, tallow 
is only obtained from those animals 
named at the beginning of this paper. 


Fatty matters are obtained from 
other parts of the animal body, the 
intestines which gives what is called 
“tripe tallow,” the feet yielding 
“neatsfoot oil.’’ The processes for 
extracting these greases or fats do 
not differ essentially from those de- 
scribed above, but asa rule they are 
obtained by simply boiling the vari- 
ous parts of the animal in water and 
skimming the fat which is obtained 
from the top of the water where it 
collects, while the tripe and feet are 
used as food. 


A great deal of fat largely used in 
making soap is now extracted from 
bones, and sold as ‘‘bone grease,”’ 
“bone fat,’’ *‘bone tallow,’’ and not 
seldom wherever possible as tallow. 
All bones do not contain tallow or 
fat; the best are cows’ and bullocks’ 
shank bones, which are hollow, and 
contain a fairly large proportion of 
good fat, often sep»rately extracted 
and sold as ‘‘marrow tallow.”? The 
more solid bones found in the ani- 
mals do not contain much fat and 
scarcely pay for its extraction—horse 
bones contain so little fat that they 
are not worth the process of treat- 
ment. In dealing with bones it is 
therefore worth while to sort them 
into those which are worth treating 
for the fat and those which are not 
worth sotreating. The commonest 
method consists in boiling the bones 
in an ordinary open boiler with the 
aid of steam; the fat they contain 
comes to the top and is skimmed off; 
the gelatine is dissolved in the water, 
and is afterwards obtained in the 
form of bone size by evaporation of 
the aqueous liquor, while the bone, 
now free from fat and most of their 
gelatine, are ground up to be uged as 
manure, 

In many bone works the bones are 
steamed inclosed vessels, and one of 
the best steamers consists of a cylin- 
drical vessel made of iron 1% in.thick, 
6 ft. long and 3 ft. 6 in. in diameter. 
It is fitted with two doors, the top one 
for admission of the bones, the lower 
one for removing them after the 
steaming. The steam is introduced 
in the middie of the boiler, while a 
tap on the bottom lid serves. to run 
off the melted fat, condensed water, 
and gelatine. Such a boiler will hold 
about two tons of bones; these are 
previously broken up into small 
pieces anu introduced into the boiler 
through the top lid, which is then se- 
cured by bolts. Steam is turned on 
at a pressure of 40 to 50 lbs. per

square inch, the time of steaming 
being from forty to fifty minutes at 
the end of which the steam is turned 
off, and what remains in the boiler 
allowed to escape: the fat, &c., is run 
off by the bottom cock, the bottom 
lid opened, and the bones allowed to 
drop out and aresent to be crushed. 
The fat and aqueous liquor, which 
latter will contain the gelatine of the 
bones, is run into a vessel; the fat 
rises to the top and is skimmed off. 
The yield varies with the class of 
bones which are used, but on the av- 
errge is about 88 to 90 lbs. per ton.—

TRANSPORTATION NOTES. 


Lines represented in the Western 
Freight Association held a meeting 
in St. Louis last week for the purpose 
of revising freight rates from St. Louis 
to points in Missouri and Iowa. Fav- 
orable results are expected to follow. 


The coal sales agents met last 
Thursday in semi-monthly session. 
The trade conditions were considered, 
and the opinion prevailed that they 
are as healthy and satisfactory as was 
expected. It was generally acknowl- 
edged that the market is dull. To 
offset this, restriction is bein rigidl 
enforced, and full prices are obtained. 
It ie believed that the subject ofa 
July advance in prices wasinformally 
considered, but of course not acted 
upon, as that is a subject for the 
monthly meeting. 


Demoralization in Western rates re- 
sulting from the attitude of the Chi 
cago, Burlington and Quincy in pre- 
venting a meeting of the Advisory 
Board of the Western Traffic Associa- 
tion ee imminent. As it now is, 
the following reductions will be neces- 
sary on July 22 in the freight tariffs 
from Chicago to Colorado points, on 
the basis of 100 pounds: First-class, 
$2, against the old rate of $2 32; second 
class, $1 55, against $1 90; third class, 
$122 against $152; fourth class, 95 
cents, against $120; fifth class, 75 
cents, against $1: special A to E classes 
85 to 46 cents, against $1 15 to 56 cents. 


A rate agreement between the Grand 
Trunk and the Canadian Pacific is 
said to be in prospect. The New York 
& New England, the Housatonic, and 
the Danbury & Norwalk Bailroad com- 


panies have asked for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the New Eng- 
land Terminal Company. The New 
York & New England owns 999 shares 
of the Terminal Company’s stock. It 
is alleged that none of the directors 
are stockholders; that the company 
has transacted business at a loss from 
the start, and that in addition to a 
bonded debt of $300,000, a large float- 
ing debt has been accumulated.

The week just closing has not been 
productive of special features in any 
of the articles included in this report. 
The most noticeable feature is the end 
of the activity in Paris green, and 
that in sympathy with most of the 
other colors is now experiencing a 
period of quietude which may or may 
not continue after the opening of the 
Southern season in about three weeks 
time. Interest is also centered on the 
outeome of the free silver ore bill, 
which has recently passed the House 
of Representative. This has had tke 
effect of checking speculation in pig 
lead and that market lacks support. 
Beyond this there is nothing partic- 
ular of inierest. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 


Pig Lead.—The bottom has fallen 
out of the speculative movement and 
the market is fully 10¢c per hundred 
lbs lower than it was at the date of 
our last. On the break there were 
sales of about 500 tons down to 4 10e, 
but for the last day or two the market 
was quiet and the close was nominal 
at4ivc. The tendency seems to be 
downward. The causes of the declire 
and other features of the market are 
considered in our editorial columns. 
The Post Boynton Strong Company 
telegraph us from Chicago: The mar- 
ket has been quiet with signs of weak- 
ness. Sales of some four hundred 
tons have been made at4%e. Atthe 
close values are nominal at410c asked 
and no bids. 


White Lead.—The market has been 
vely quiet during the week. Corrod- 
ers have still some deliveries to make 
on old contracts, but they are receiv- 
ing few new orders, as the consum- 
ing demand, as usual at this season, 
is extremely light, with no prospect 
of a material improvement for at least 
&@ month tocome. While the official 
quotations are maintained by the 
corroders, large buyers and, in fact, 
those whose orders are comparatively 
small find little difficulty in getting 
stock at a concession from the sched- 
uled rates. The corroders’ quotations 
are 6\%c for 12 tons or over, 6%c for 
7 to12 tons, 7c for 500 ths to 5 tons, and 
7c for lots of less than 500 tbs. The 
terms on lots of 500 tbs or over are 
60 days, or 2%% discuunt for cash if 
paid within 15 days from date of in- 
voice. To make any of the above 
quantities it is allowable to include 
auy assurtinent of packages of white 
lead, red lead, or litharge, or all of 
these articles. Dry white lead in kegs 
is quoted at the same prices as lead in 
oij,but in barrels a reduction of %c per 
pound is made. No pre-payment of 
nor allowance for freight is made and 
there are no rebates. 


Litharge.—There is a firm tone to 
the market, but the amount of busi- 
ness transacted is small. The prices 
quoted are 6%@7%c for powdered and 
6c for double retined. 

Orange Mineral.—The demand for 
orange mineral is very fair for this 
season of the year and prices hold 
steady. Quotations continue at 8%4@ 
8c for domestic and 84@9ec for for- 
eign grades, according to quantity 
and quality. 

Oxide of Zinc.—No special change 
is looked for in this line for the next 
month or six weeks. The feeling is 
very steady for both foreign and 
domestic grades, and we quote 
prices as before: For Florence red 
seal 6%¢c, green seal 7c. Where 
10 barrels to be shipped in one 
lot, 1% discount is allowed, and 
2% for 25 barrels lots; while for 
single shipments embracing 100 bar- 
rels 4% is deducted. The prices for 
French zines are as follows: In bbls 
of 220% lbs, 74¢c¢ for dry Antwerp red 
seal, 7°4c for ditto green seal, 7%c for 
dry Paris red seal, and 9c for Paris 
green seal. The discounts allowed to 
large buyers of one or assorted 
grades are: Ten-bbl lots, 1% ; 25 bbls, 
2% and 50 bbls, 4% ; all30days. But no 
discount is allowed on less than 10-bbl 
lots. Ground in poppy seed oil. the 
quotations for these zincs are 10c for 
less than a ton of red seal in drums, 
and 10c for a ton or over; 11%c is 
quoted for less than a ton green seal, 
and llc foraton or more. Cans are 
held at 10%@10%c for red seal, and 
114%@11% for green seal.

firm, but the market has been rather 
inactive. Sales, so far as reported‘ 
have been few and small, the large 
consumers apparently being well sup- 
plied for present wants and not 
cherishing a very firm faith in the 
prospect of an advance. At the same 
time, there is not much lead offering. 
Those whoare prophesying a rise base 
their predictions upon the curtail- 
ment of the domestic output by the 
labor troubles in Idaho and the ad- 
vance in the foreign market resulting 
from the strikes among the miners in 
Australia. On the whole, the feeling 
may be said to be easy, market 
closing at 4 10e. 

White Lead.—The market presents 
no new features. Sales are limited in 
extent and confined wholly to small 
jobbing quantities. Large buyers 
have chiefly supplied their wants, and 
it is not likely that there will be any 
decided resumption of activity in the 
immediate future. Corroders remain 
firm while jobbers are, some of them, 
quite willing to make white lead a 
sort of a “leader’’ for the general 
line. 

Dry Colors.—A_ quiet, steady mar- 
ket for the week is reported. The 
general list may be called tolerably 
firm, with no changes of importance 
in any particular line. Paris green 
continues dull and it is said that it 
may be obtained at a little less than 
schedule prices, and it is probable 
that « considerable surplus will be 
carried over into next year. 

Mired Paints.—Up to date the July 
sales have been eminently satisfac- 
tory as regards volume.

Vegetable Oils. 

Possibly it was the extremely warm 
weather, or it may have been that 
distributers have about all the stock 
they require to meet the current wants 
of consumption, but at any rate and 
whatever the cause, the past week has 
been one of the dullest the oil trade 
has passed through since the begin 
ning of the year. There are absolutely 
no features of interest to dwell upon. 
Inquiries are of the most casuai char- 
acter, indicating that buyers are not 
disposed todo business except on the 
compulsion of absolute necessity. In 
spite of these disheartening circum- 
stances manufacturers and dealers 
show a firm front, and it is very sel- 
dom that quotationsare shaded, One 
of the most important events of the 
week wus the formal organization of 
the Oil Trade ‘Association, by the en- 
rollment of members and the election 
of a board of officers. A full report of 
the meeting, together with a list of 
the officers will be found in another 
column. 

Linseed Oil.—We have to report a 
very quiet market. Buyers regulate 
their purchasesin close observance of 
the quantity of stock they need to fill 
immediate engagements, and we hear 
of no sales exceeding car load lots, 
while most of the transactions are in 
lots of from one to ten barrels. City 
crushers, however, see no reason why 
they should reduce their quotations. 
The seed situation warrants no lower 
price for the vil and if the conditions 
now prevailing hold good until the 
consuming demand sets in, and there 
is good reason to believe that they 
will, higher prices for oil will be the 
inevitable result. Out of town crush- 
ers have little surplus to send here at 
present and for what they have to 
offer they will not accept less than 
41c, with the usual discount of 2%%. 
For city oil made from domestic seed 
the quotation of 42¢ is firmly main. 
tained. 

Castor Oil.—For No. 3 there is a 
very good demand, as some buyers are 
giving it the preference over mineral 
oils. It is reported that the consump- 
tion has overtaken production and for 
that reason a firm feeling prevails. We 
understand that some manufacturers 
have not enough stock to fill their or- 
ders. The quotations are 94@10c. 

Cottonseed Oil.—-Owing to the free 
offerings late in the week of several 
large blocks of prime summer yellow 
held by outside parties, had a ten- 
dency to weaken the views of both ex- 
porters and home buyers, who have 
reduced their bids or temporarily with- 
drawn them until they are satisfied 
the bottom has been reached. In or- 
der to test the market a lot of about 
2,000 barrels was offered at 32c with 
bids solicited, the holders evidently 
concluded that this was too much 
of a dose for the market 
to stand (while the weather continued 
80 warm) withdrew it for the present, 
but later,another lot of 500 bbls prime 
yellow was offered at 31%c for which 
it was reported that 31¢ was bid. Out- 
side of these lots the principle holders 
are not inclined to name less than

Cocoanut Oil, &c. 

Olive Oil.—Since our last report there 
has been quite an active demand for 
spot goods, about 100 barrels having 
changed hands at prices varying 
from 58@66e as to test, quantity and 
holder. Shipments, however, are dull 
and in light request as buyers and sel- 
lers are apart in their views, 57%c be- 
ing asked with 56c bid and declined. 
Olive foots continues weak and dull 
at 4%e for spot and 4%c asked for 
shipments. 

Ceylon Oil.—Trading during the 
week has been iimited to actual wants 
of consumers, though at the close 
more interest was manifested in future 
shipments, owing to reports that 
silver abroad was higher and that 
prices for cil both in L»ndon and on 
the coast was firmer. Only small job- 
bing sales are reported on the spot 
from store at 54%@5%c, as to quantity 
and style of package. Shipments are 
held firm at 5@5c, as to holder and 
date of shipment. Cochin oil is dull 
on the Spot at 5%@6e, and trarine, at 
54¢, 

Animal and Fish Oils. 

Cod Oil.—Very little new oil is be- 
ing made as yet but buyer’s wants are 
limited and the small supply has no 
appreciable effect upon market values 
except to keep them firm. We quote 
domestic at 38@40e and Newfound- 
land at 40@45 as to quantity and qual- 
ity. These prices are merely nominal, 
however. 

Lard Oil.—There has been no fur- 
ther change in the market, but the 
feeling is very firm, and should the 
upward movement in the crude ma- 
terial continue a further advance is 
probable. Buyers do not take kindly 
to the higher prices and keep their 
purchases down to the smallest 
possible limit. Exporters have shown 
more or less interest and the 
sales on foreign account are propor 
tionately larger than those of stock 
intended for home use. On the 
whole, however, the market may be 
written quiet, and it is safe to say that 
Consumers will continue to follow the 
hand-to-mouth policy of buying until 
it is pcsitively demonstrated that the 
advance in raw material is the result 
of something more than speculative 
manipulation. The market closes firm 
at 6le for prime city brands 
and 60@é6le for the best Western 
makes. The lower grades remain 
firm, and the better kinds are attract- 
ing alittle more attention, in conse- 
quence of the comparativeiy high 
prices quoted for prime, but as yet 
there has been no quotable change in 
prices. y 

Menhaden Oil.—According to re- 
ports from the fishermen, the past 
week has been the most unsatisfactory 
as to the results of the catch that 
they have ever experienced. The fish 
show a perverse determination to 
keep out of the reach of the fisher- 
men’s nets, and many of those who 
follow the vocation of menhaden 
catchers seem to be completely dis- 
couraged, and a number have already 
temporarily abandoned the business, 
while others are contemplating giving 
it up unless the fishing improves vely 
soon. Some of the buyers here seem to 
think that the reports of the results of 
the fishing season so far, have been 
overdrawn, with a view to enhancing 
the price of the cil, or if not that, to 
affect possible legislation relating to 
the menhaden fisheries. If the fish- 
ermen are making a poor mouth over 


the season in the hope of inducing | the market is firm 
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for the consuming trade has been so 
poor and the prospects are so far from 
encouraging that only actual require- 
ments will force any of the dealers to 
cone intothe market. It is true that 
none of them are overburdened with 
stocks of crude oil, but until they can 
see a better outlet for their product 
than is now presented, they are not 
at all disposed to add to their 
holdings. Since we last wrote there 
have been no sales of crude oil 
in any of the distributing markets, 
but there is no pressure to sell and 
the former quotations of ‘le for 
northern and 30c for southern prime 
are firmly adhered to. Dutl trade and 
keen competition have induced deal- 
ers to cut prices somewhat that they 
might secure the small orders that 
come in for the various grades of 
manufactured oils, but the shading 
of prices has not yet reached a point 
where an actual change in quotations 
would be in order. 

Neaisfoot Oil.—There is less de- 
mand as the larger buyers seem to be 
supplied. In sympathy with the raw 
material the market remains steady, 
however, and we continue to quote 60 
@65c for extra, 50@55c for prime, 42@ 
45c for No. 1 and 37@40e for No. 2, as 
to quantity and quaiity 

Red il.—There isafair demand for 
elaine and the market is steady at 36@ 
{0c as to quantity. For saponified 
there is only a moderate demand, but 
the quotations of 4%@5e are main- 
tained. 

Sperm Oil.—The market for crude 
in New Bedford has been very dull 
during the week. Holders, however, 
are firm in their views. There are few 
arrivals. The manufactured oils find 
only a retail outlet but are steadily 
held. 

Tallow Oil.—The market remains 
quiet but prices are maintained at 45 
(@50e for prime, 40@42c for No. 1 and 
3U@37e for No, 2, according to quality 
and size of order. 

Whale Oil_—Our New Bedford ad- 
vices report nothing doing there. The 
only sale of crude reported there dur- 
ing the week was of 60 barrels South- 
ern for manufacture on private terms. 
There is no stock in first handsin New 
Bedford. 

Mineral Oils. 


We have again to report a very 
quiet market. Buyer’s wants are 
small and they cannot be in- 
duced to stock up in antici- 
vation of actual requirements. 
‘he market is entirely lacking in fresh 
features of interest. A steady feeling 
prevails b.t in some lines competi- 
tions has lel to the shading of prices. 

Black Vils.—The demand for sum- 
mer test increases gradually but buy 
ers show no disposition to take more 
than they actually need as they are 
constantly looking for lower prices. 
On the other hand buyers will grant 
no concession until they are com- 
pelled to by the force of competition. 
The cold test oils are entirely neg- 
lected. 

Cylinder Siock.—What has heen said 
of black oil applies also to the pro 
ducts coming under thishead. There 
is a moderate demand at the current 
quotations. 

Filtered Spindle Oils.—Manufactur- 
ers continue to report a si.tisfactory 
demand although small lots receive 
the most attention. No change has 
been made in prices. 

Neutral Filtered Oils.—There has 
been no improvement iu the demand, 
the reported sales being chiefly of 
small lots needed for immediate use. 
A steady feeling prevails and we have 
no change to make in our quotations. 

Paraffine Oils.—The market is 
about as dull as it well can be. Con- 
sumers can only be induced to buy 
when they actually need the stock, 
and as their requirements at present 
are extremely limited very few orde:s 
are coming in. Prices are without 
quotable change, but are more or less 
nominal. 


Oll Cake, Meal, Etc. 

Linseed Cake.—There have been no 
reported sales of either city or West- 
ern in this market during the week. 
The city crushers are as usual not try- 
ing to make sales, and very little 
Western cake is coming here at pres- 
ent. The market is firm, $25 being 
now an inside price for the best West- 
ern brands. Some sellers want $26. 

Linseed Meal.—Only a moderote de- 
mand is reported, but the market is 
firm in sympathy with cake. 

Coltonseed Cake.—There has been 
some inquiry and we have to report 
sales of 100 short tons at $24 92 and 100 
long tons at $2225. In New Orleans 
the market is firm, $23 50 per long ton 
being quoted there.

Chicago Oil Market.

Linseed Oil.—Very little business 
has been done, yet the market shows 
no abatement of firmness. Nobody is 
offering oil at less than 41c, yet there 
are few buyers, for the reason that the 
suicidal policy of last winter has 
borne abundant fruit. There is a well- 
defined belief that prices are destined 
to appreciate in the near future. The 
“hatchet’’ appears to have been 
“buried,” and there is a practical 
unanimous disposition among crush- 
ers to recoup past losses. Already 
there is talk of starting up some of 
the mills which have remained closed 
for some time past. 

Flarseed.—The Secretary of the 
Board of Trade furnishes the follow- 
ing statement relative to the move- 
ment of seed for the past week as com- 
pared with the six days preceeing and 
the corresponding week of last year:

For the first time in several weeks 
the official bulletin of the seed in store 
in public elevators shows an iucrease 
us compared with that of the week 
preceding. At the beginning of the 
period under review the inspector re- 
ported the visible supply to be as fol- 
lows: Of No 1 2,937,011 bushels, re- 
jected 52,551, no grade 839, total 2,990,- 
121. These figures show a gain of 65,- 
083 bushels over the 2,925,318 bushels 
reported the week before. while they 
exceed the quantitv on hand a year 
ago (388,472 bushels) by 2,691,929. 
Stocks at Minneapolis & Duluth have 
also increased by nearly 50,000 
bushels, making a net gain of 
some 115,000 bushels in the quantity 
in sight at the three _ principal 
Western points of distribution. Ar- 
rivals have been liberal, averaging 50 
cars a day, and exceeding those of 
last week by 24 cars. The official re 
port of inspections in shows the re- 
ceipts to have been 243 cars of No.1, 
38 of rejected and 21 of no grade, mak- 
ing a total of 302 cars, as against 278 
cars last week and 235 two weeks ago. 
The arrivals for the corresponding 
week of last year were comparatively 
light, having been 121 cars of No.1, 
13 of rejected, and 5 of no grade, mak- 
ing 139 cars in all. Withdrawals for 
the week have been but 93,983 bushels 
(1,100 billed through) or a little more 
than half those of last week, which 
amounted to 182,965 bushels. 

There has been a fair amount of 
trading in cash seed done upon the 
floor of ’Change, though at prices 
lower than those which have ruled for 
the past two or three weeks. Reported 
sales foot up 88 cars, 38,000 bashels 
and 198 bags of No. 1, 19 rejected, and 
18 of no grade, about 200 cars in all, as 
against 154 cars, and 61,000 bushels 
last week and 273 cars the week before. 
Prices have tended steadily downward. 
The market opened at $1.03@1.03%, 
and remained at those figures for 
three days, when it broke from 2%@ 
3c, being quoted at $1.00%@$1.01, 
and later declining to to $1. The 
range for the week has been $1@ 
1.03%, as against $1.03%,@$1.07 last 
week, and $1.02%@1.05 the week be- 
fore. For the same week of 1891 
the range was $1.03%@$1.06. Only 
a single sale of July seed 
(2,000 bushels), was reported, and that 
was at about the same price as cash, 
while 55,000 bushels changed hands 
last week at a slight discount. Trans- 
actions in September delivery have 
been exceedingly heavy, a single 
day’s sales aggregating 322,000 bush- 
els, while the total volume for the 
week has reached the surprising large 
figure of 1,340,600 bushels, as against

419,000 bushels last week and 466,000 
the week before. There has been a 
steadv. almost uninterrupted decline 
from $1 05@1 01%, probat ly induced 
by free offerings. The decline in Sep- 
tember has been going on for some 
time, last week’s range being $1 05% 
@1 09, and that of the week before 
$1 05@1 07%. To-day’s market exhi- 
bited some reaction. Offerings were 
light, and under the influence of a 
more active inquiry cash No. 1 sold at 
$101%. A few sales of lower grades 
were made, by sample, at about 99¢e@ 
$1. The only future sold was Sep- 
tember, which ranged between $1 02 
@1 02%. 

Oil Cake.—A dull, featureless mare 
ket has prevailed during the week. 
A moderate export nae for early 
futures is reported, divided about 
equally between the Continent and 
the United Kingdcm, and the Liver- 
pool market is cabled at £6 78 6d 
610s; but foreign buyers are unwill- 
ing to pay the price which producers 
ask, and the latter have not got 
enough cake on hand to make them 
anxious sellers. Consumptive in- 
quiry at home is likewise quiescent, 
although meal nominally rules at $24, 
and the demand may be called ‘good 
for the season.”’ 

Oleo Oil.—Exports reported for the 
last week are but (about) 3,850 tcs, as 
against some 6,230 tes the week be- 
fore. To those who are interested in 
seeing the market advance this is 
more or less an encouraging feature. 
Prices have not been satisfactory. 
The Rotterdam market opened with 
the best American brands purchas- 
able at 61 fiorins, and a decidedly 
light ee: Medium oil brought 
48 fl, in a mild sort of way, and later 
there were sales negotiated on private 
terms. Sales were light, those re- 
ported aggregating about 1,500 tes as 
against about 3,400 tes the previous 
week. Large holders were disposed 
to wait for a recovery, and ultimately 
it came, to-day’s cables reporting 
light sales of ‘* extra ’’ at 54 fi. 

Lard Oil.—In the market for cash 
lard prices has appreciated to 7 17%@ 
7 20c per pound, with a fairly active 
demand. The appreciation has some 
what helped “‘extra”’ oil which is still 
held at 5 80c, with the possibility of 
anadvance. Lower grades are not 
so easily affected. urrent quota- 
tions are as follows: extra, 58c; extra 
No. 1, 47c, No. 1, 36@38ce, No. 1, 33@ 
35¢e. 

Tallow Oil.—Substantially, the mar- 
ket for all beef products exhibits no 
alteration. Oleo stearine is firm, and 
higher, at 74@7%e. Crude tallow 
rules firm and higher, 250 tierces of 
city pressed selling to-day at 4%c. 
For country rendered there was little 
request, although salable at 4c lower. 
A normal consumptive demand for 
the oil is reported, and no quotation 
lower than 45c is heard. 

Nealsfoot Oil.—The market shows 
no change. The demand is light, but 
owing to a sedulous guarding against 
over-production prices exhibit no de- 
cline. Pure oil still commands about 
45c, with a good quality of No, 1 
bringing 37@38c.

Linseed Oil.—The consuming de- 
mand for linseed oll this week has been 
steady. No disturbing elements are 
been encountered at the moment in 
this immediate territory, and the’ 
minimum price of 41c is adhered to 
generally so far as indications show, 

Flaxseed.—In all material respects 
the position of flaxseed is absolutely 
unchanged, and excepting a few 
features of minor importance the mar; 
ket affords no points for particular re- 
marks. The value of seed quoted 
last week has not varied, and 97c 
per bushel still rules, although 
this figure, in the absence of the usual 
demand, is largely nominal. No sales 
of magnitude are reported, and as 
but one establishment is now in op. 
eration, the crushing of seed is re- 
stricted in a manner to visibly affect 
the movement of local supplies. In 
view of low quotations and the grad- 
ual exhaustion of stocks in farmers’ 
hands, the receipts this week have 
been very light, consisting of only 
1,895 bushels, which sold at current 
rates to local mills. The following 
statement of receipts exhibits a com- 
parative record for several weeks 
past, disclosing a gradual reduction 
in the quantity in bushels sent to this 
market:

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Oil Cake.—Inquiries elicit the infor- 
mation that holders of oil cake are in- 
disposed to accept less than $21 50 per 
ton for the product, and this in face 
of the fact that sales are slow, and the 
immediate outlook is by no means re- 
assuring. Supplies in local hands are 
generally thought to be abundant, 
but no special eifort is shown by them 
to diminish their holdings. 

Cottonseed Oil.—Inactivity is the 
leading trait observable to-day in this 
department, which is perhaps a little 
more pronounced than it has been. 
Trading is confined strictly to the 
meager wants of the moment, and the 
rarity of a large order has not startled 
the trade for some time. Beyond the 
prices heretofore noted, no changes 
have occurred, and purchasers, as a 
rule, are not using any pressure to 
obtain goods below the current quo- 
tations. 

Lard Oil.—The appreciated tone in 
this market alluded to in the last re- 
port has culminated in enhanced quo- 
tations. At present extra winter 
strained oil, according to brand, can- 
not be purchased below 62c in round 
lots. usiness in this line, however, 
has not improved to any noteworthy 
extent. 


Neatsfoot Oil.—This branch of the 
oil trade is in the midst of midsummer 
dullness, and -nothing but routine 
trading can be chronicled. There 
seems to be but little hope indulged 
in by manufacturers for the balance 
of the season, and they continue to

Caster Oil—The manufacturers of 
castor oil are still far apart in refer- 
ence to advancing their quotations, 
and so far as gossip goes there is not 
the remotest ae of atruce be- 
ing arranged. They are selling oil 
now merely as an accommodation to 
their patrons, as every pound sold at 
prevailing values represents a specific 
monetary loss. The accepted figure 
this week remains at 10c for the medi- 
cinal and 9c for No. 2, below which no 
sales have been reported. 


Castor Beans.--No business has been 
transacted in castor beans by reason 
of no offerings and absence of inqui- 
ries. Receipts have ceased and the

The only feature of special interest 
during the past week has been the 
monthly pipe line reports, which were 
received on Monday, and showed a 
remarkably large accession to the 
stocks, but the market did not decline 
in consequence, probably because the 
price was already as low as existing 
conditions warranted. Another some- 
what unexpected feature of the report 
is the increase in the number of Na- 
tional Transit certificates outstanding, 
trading having been so light on the 
several exchanges that no increase 
was looked for. The complete figures

in the proper place. Trading on the 
local exchange has been tame ; indeed 
no activity has been expected, and a 
spurt would cause surprise.

The clearances of the local ex- 
shan amounted to 74,000 bbls, 
against 368,000 bbls during the pre- 
ceding week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the Oil City exchange 
amounted to 356,000 bbls, against 
704,000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The highest price of the week was re- 
corded on Monday, when 534c¢ was 
reached. The lowest point of the 
week was 52°,c, and was touched on 
Thursday.

To Store Turpentine in Savannah. 


It is proposed to erect iron tanks in 
Savannah, Ga., for the storage of 
spirits of turpentine, with a view to 
putting that market in a position to 
control market prices. According to 
a statement drawn up in that city 
Savannah receives three-fourths of the 
entire supply of spirits She has never 
been in a position, however, to hold it 
and to make use of the advantages she 
enjoys. Having no proper storage 
facilities there, the crop has been al 
lowed to pass away into foreign hands 
at prices s unetimes extremely unsatis 
factory. Instead of remaining there 
the surplus has been gathered at Lon- 
don, where there are lurge tanks pro 
vided for this purpose with a capacity 
of over fifty thousand barrels. In this 

way London has become a standing 
menace to the American market and 
prices have been kept below the point 
at which they might have otherwise 
been maintained. Of course this has 
resulted in a direct heavy loss to the 
producers of Georuia, Florida, Ala- 
bama and other states. It is has also 
reduced speculation to a minimum, 
lurpentine loses cousiderable of its 
quantity by leakaye and evaporation 
when stored in barrels This is well 
known and deters speculaturs from 
buying to hold an indetinite time fo.

Mr. J. P. Williams, of Savannah, is 
credited with having suggested Lon- 
don’s example in this respect.

These re- 
ceipts will be made negotiable at the 
Savannah banks and in New York. 
At any time on presentation of these 
receipts and payment of storage 
charges the turpentine can be ob- 
tained. This, it is believed, wiil in- 
duce men to invest quite heavily in 
spirits when the price is such that 
there is a reasonable certainty of a 
good profit if it is held for some time. 
The natural effect of the entrance of 
this class of buyers into the market 
at times of depression will be to in- 
fuse new life into itand prevent any 
such continuation of low prices as 
have prevailed this season. In 
addition, as already pointed out, the 
surplus stock in Savannuh if there be 
any, can be held and prices maintained 
without the fear of London entering 
the market. In other words, there 
will simply be a transference of the 
surplus from London to Savannah, 
where it belongs, and a withdrawal 
from London, at the same time, of its 
power over prices. 

It will be necessary to have the Sa- 
vannah Board of Trade amend its 
rules so as to make these receipts good 
delivery. There will be no trouble 
experienced there, and the project 
seems destined to go through. 1t can- 
not be completed in time to be of any

London buyers came into the market 
during June, and as a result of their 
buying the price advanced to 28\%c.

The Glass Market. 

The window glass production of the 
last two weeks of the fire fell off won- 
derfully, many furnaces having been 
let out, and the heat preventing full 
blowings. In the Pittsburg district 
this was especially the case, though 
the last five duys of the. past weex 
were cool enough. The stocks at the 
factories, with very few exceptions, 
ure not large, and inany of them are 
not well assorted. he Cunning- 
hams set three pots for the last 
three blowings, showing what con- 
dition their stocks are in. Sv it is 
The bulk of the avail- 
able stock in Pittsburg is held by five 
firms, and Western jobbers having 
sufficient stock to run them till Au- 
gust, at least, and able to round up 
fairly well from the small factory 
stocks of the Ohio and Indiana fields, 
it is difficult to see how these strong 
firms are going to bring the prospec- 
tive advance during the summer 
months. There is considerable seat- 
tered glass throughout Ohio and In- 
diana, which, while unavailable for 
the market so long asit remains at 
the factories, will go far towards satis- 
fying the demand when it is gathered 
up by the jobbers. The long con- 
tinued rains in the West have serious- 
ly retarded building operations, and 
the anticipated scarcity of window 
glass upon which Western manufac- 
turers built so sanguinely during 
April and May will not be realized. 
That the convention of the window 
glass workers will insist upon 
the cutters working on a percentage, 
like the other trades in the associa- 
tion, and that such a change will be 
resisted by manufacturers on account 
of its liability to lower assortment 
and quality, may be set down as 
highly probable. On the other hand, 
it has already been given out that the 
new plant at Kensington, Pa., will 
start up September ist, regardless of 
whether the wages have been settled 
or not. We know that all contracts 
for material and tools require com- 
plete delivery not later than August

be the determining factor which will 
force an early resumption of work in 
the factories. It is likely to do even 
more than that. Conceding all the 
demands the workers union may 
choose to make, the Kensington tanks 
will force the other factories to start 
up in order to hold their trade, and 
will settle the wages at same rates as 
were paid last fire. 

A run of two weeks will give the 
works a splendid stock and fair assort- 
ment of glass, and as they wiil largely 
pour their product into the same 
market, and in the main will endeavor 
to get the trade held by their Jean- 
nette rival, matters certainly do not 
look favorable for higher prices.

Revision of Constants Employed in the 
Analysis of Fat and Oils. 


BY Rk. T. THOMSON AND H, BALLANTYNE. 


In the table of *‘constants in oil an- 
alysis’? which accompanies the orig- 
inal paper, will be found collected 
that portion of the authors’ results j 
which they regard as useful in oil an- 
alysis. 

Iodine Absorption.—In a previous 
communication (ibid 9, 587) it was 
shown that the variation in iodine 
absorption for different olive oils was 
greater than usually stated. Since 
then it has been found to be % per 
cent, higher still, so that the iodine 
value ranges from that of Gioja (79 
per cent.) to that of Mogodore olive 
oil (85°9 per cent.). The lowest figure 
for rape oil now stands at 99°1, and 
the highest at 105°6 per cent. 

Potash Neutralizing Power.—The 
figures respecting olive and rape oils 
are in close accord with those ob- 
tained by Archbutr, and do not repre- 
sent such a great variation between 
each individual oil as those given by 
other obsetvers. The limits of five 
specimens of linseed oil examined by 
the authors vary from 19°00 to 19°28, 
whilst those of nine specimens tested 
by other observers and recorded by 
Allen, range between 18°74 and 19°52. 

Unsaponitiable Matter.—Olive, re- 
fined cottonseed, unrefined arachis, 
and linseed oils contain about the 
same proportion of unsaponifiable 
matter, so that the determination of 
that constituent in a sample, say of 
olive oil, would not serve to show any 
adulteration with either of the other 
three oils. But the presence of a 
considerable portion of rape oil would 
tend to reduce the percentage of 
unsaponifiable matter. In marine 
oils, it is noteworthy that seal oils 
contain only about one-third of that 
contained in whale, cod 
haden oils. 

Specific Temperature Reaction.— 
This is merely a modification in re- 
cording the results of Maumene’s re-

minute. During the addition the 
mixture should be vigorously stirred 
with the thermometer, and the high- 
est temperature reached rapidly read 
off, as itonly remains constant for a 
few seconds. ‘The oil being tested in 
precisely the same manner, it is only 
necessary to divide the rise in tem- 
perature obtained with water into 
that obtained by the oil under exam- 
The answer is the specific 
temperature reaction compared with 
water as 100. The oil must be care- 
fully weighed, and the acid added to 
them exactly as with water, except 
that even more vigorous stirring is 
necessary during and after the ad- 
dition ofac d. In this way, the rise 
in temperature in all the experimests 
made by the authors was fairly steady 
up to the highest point, at which the 
temperature remained constant for 
50 to 60 seconds. Inthe case of lin- 
seed, cod, seal and menhaden oils, the 
tests had to be made with a mixtute 
of 20 grams of these olls and 30 grams 
of olive oil of known specific temper- 
ature reaction. As utule, an oil hav- 
a high iodine absorption has also a 
high specific temperature reaction, 
but the rise is not alwavs directly as 
thatintheformer. ‘| e reason the 
specific temperature re ction cannot 
be depended on with he same as- 
surance as the iodine vi ieis that it 
shows, in some cases, large variations 
for the same class of oils. 

Valenta’s Test.—The authors con- 
clude from the results of their experi- 
ments that this test is surrounded 
with too many conditions to be of 
any practical value in the general an- 
alysis of oils. 

Oleie Acid.—Although the percent- 
age of free acid cannot be looked on 
as a constant, the authors consider 
that it serves a purpose in indicating

The Useful Varieties of Nu gs. 
BY DR. WARBURG, 


The oldest works making mention 
of the nutmey speak of several kinds 
which must have attracted the atten- 
tion of the early Dutch travelers. In 
1596, before the conquest of Banda, 
Linschoten mentioned two kinds of 
nutmeg—round and long—uand in 1605 
Clusius gave drawings of a fruit 
branch ot Nux myristicamus, as well 
as the ordinary nutmeg. 

In several of the older drawings of 
Piso and Valentini the leaves of the 
true nutmeg are incorrectly associa- 
ted with the fruit of this second vari- 
ety. The term Pala metsiri, often 
used by Piso, is probably also based 
upon a confusion of the true nutmeg 
with a variety. However, it is, on 
the whole, clear what is meant, and 
there is no doubt that all these re- 
marks apply to the Myristica fatua, 
Houtt., a tree which certainly grows 
wild in Banda and Amboyna, per- 
haps also in other of the Molucca 
Islands. Its fruit is scarcely at all 
aromatic when fresh, in the dry state 
not at all, while the mace smells dis- 
agreeable and not aromatic. The 
fruit is therefore only used medicin- 
ally in thatisland fordysentery, head- 
ache, or as an aphrodisiac, and they 
were brought from thence only as 
curiosities. . : 

As the intercourse between the Mo- 
luccas and New Guinea increased, an 
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entirely new kind of nutmeg came 
into the hands of Europeans, the 
Myristica argentica, Warb.

Next to the Mvristica fragrans the 
M. argentea is certainly the most im- 
portant variety, and that which has 
the greatest future. The odor is not 
so delicate as that of the true nutmeg, 
but that may be due to the circum- 
stance that it is not prepared and 
packed with as much care as the true 
kind. The export from the province 
of Onin is estimated by Beccari to 
have amounted to about 125 pounds 
at the middle of the 18th century, and 
it exceeded in importance that of all 
otner produce, Since then the reg- 
ular service of steamers has led to a 


great increase in this trade. For- 
merly the nutmegs were sent in 


small parcels by ships to Banda, there 
treated in the same way as true nut- 
megs and sometimes mixed with 
them. Now they are all taken direct 
to Macassar, where they are shelled 
and dusted with lime. The price of 
them in Macassar is about one-third 
that of the best quality of true nut- 
megs. 


While formerly these nutmegs were 
used only in the Malay Archipelago, 
in the Philippine Islands, ete., by the 
natives, probably on account of their 
cheapness, as Para papua in the 
Malay country, as Aniz moscada in 
the Philippines, and came only ocea- 
sionally to Holland and England they 
are now regularly imported by way of 
Amsterdam into England as long nut- 
megs, and they have been known in 
Germany since 1890 as horse nut- 
megs. Apartfrom the fact that the 
aroma is not so delicate the nutmegs 
are also very friable, but the broken 
fragments can be used for the pro- 
duction of essential oil. They are 
also very liable to be attacked by 
maggots even when they have been 
limed. The aroma is very permanent 
even when the nutmegs have been 
kept for a number of years. Samples 
dating from the previous century 
have still a strong smell when 
crushed. 


Hitherto the mace has not been 
brought into commerce. Samples of 
it brought to Europe have a dirty 
gray to brown-red color, but this is 
probably due to defective drying, 
since some of the nutmegs brought 
over by the author have a fine dark 
red arillus that is very oily and has a 
powerfulodor. Itis uncertain whether 
in drying the mace would acquire the 
yellow-red color of that from M., fra- 
grans, but it is certainly capable of 
being made useful provided it can be 
properly prepared. 

These nutmegs would come into 
actual competition with true nutmegs, 
only in the event of their being care- 
fully cultivated and gathered, as the 
produce of M. fragrans is in Hainen, 
and it is. not improbable that their 

lower price would be compensated by 
larger yield.

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turn in the weather benefitted the 
crop to the extent of at least 10,000 to 
20,000 ounces of otto. 

In regard to quality this year’s crop 
is beyond all doubt one of the very 
finest we have had for many a year. 
Te odor of the new Otto is exception- 
ally rich and strong. This is princi- 
pally due to the teeling that in the 
production of this year’s Ot.o,at least 
25° more rose flowers have been 
used, 

In regard to quantity the crop is 
considerably less than any of the pre- 
vious crops It is estimated variously 
from 45,0uv 0z to 60,000 ozs, As far as 
we have been able to check the pro- 
duce of every place in the rose dis- 
trict, we feel quite positive that the 
total yield of this year’s crop is fully 
55,000 ozs. This renders the crop to 
about 35%¢ less than last year. 

Concerning the price of the new 
crop nothing detinite can yet be said. 
Considering the smallness of the crop 
and the excellence of its quality, it 
should bring from 10 to 2u°% more 
than last year’s Otto. Such an in- 
crease in the price would be both rea- 
sonable and proper, for the new Otto, 
compared with the old stock in hand, 
is worth at least 259% more. Much, 
however, depends on the action of the 
dealers in September here, as well as 
on the action of the importer and con- 
sumers abroad. 


Unfortunately most of the dealers 
and exporters here, have a pretty fair 
stock of old rose, and as they desire to 
sell it at a high figure, and before the 
new crop could be placed for sale 
abroad, their action so far has been to 
raise as much as possible the price of 
otto. Even since the fall of the frost, 
they have been trying and ure still try- 
ing to do their utmost; (1) to create a 
panic abroad, and thus force the con- 
sumers to buy their old stock at a 
high price; and (2) to raise meantime 
the claims and expectations of the 
small producers—either by purchrsing 
small lots at a very high figure, or by 
assuring them—directly and indirectly 
that the new crop is bound to sell 4U- 
50% dearer. Only three weeks ago, 
one ot these exporting houses bought 
a little lot of otto, 1591, at $6 per oz, 
another house has been declaring 
broadcast through its agents, that it 
will, bye-and-bye buy the new rose at 
$7@7 5U per ounce; while a third one 
has been openly asserting that the 
foreign markets have nothing to do 
with the fixing of the prices here—that 
the importers and consumers abroad, 
could be made to pav, longre-malgre 
any price the producers and the ex- 
porters here chose to demand. 


Of course all this has not only raised 
the claims and the expectations of all 
holders of rose in our market, but it 
has also made them believe that this 
year’s price will indeed be 40@5v°s 
higher, and that is what most of them 
expect and ask at present. Had there 
been no large stock on hand from 
last or previous crops, the decrease in 
the yield this season—being so con- 
siderable-—would have rightly caused 
serious anxiety abroad, and prices 
would have immediately gone 30@40% 
higher, There is, however, as much 
as 30,000 ounces old stock in the 
hands of some producers, jobbers, ex- 
porters and dealers, which, added to 
this year’s crop, brings the total stock 
of Otto Rose for sale to about 85,000 
ounces—a figure neatly as large as 
last year’s crop. Part of this old stock 
may have been sold in the course of 
this month for immediate use; but 
the very fact of its existence--being 
known and acted upon—seems to have 
so far made a rose famine an impos- 
sibility. It is through the influence 
of this fact, also, that the Western 
markets have remained inactive and 
the price stationary. 


The firmness of our market is not 
natural; itis artificial, and this firm- 
ness cannot be sustained for more 
than two months. It can be main- 
tained a little longer only if all the 
exporting houses shared the same 
view and followed the same policy. 
Two of the mast influential houses, 
however, best known here in America 
are against it, and if they act in this 
case as they should—jointly and 
wisely—they will easily prevent any 
rise in the price of the new otto ex- 
ceeding 10 or 15 per cent. above last 
year's price, and thus will render the 
best service to all their customers. 
Much depends, also, upon the sort of 
influence the western markets bring to 
bear on our market. If the principal 
markets abroad continue to remain in- 
active for another month or two; if the 
leading importers and dealers take up 
at present only as much Otto, as is 
absolutely required for their imme- 
diate demand; if the consumers refuse 
to buy the old Otto at a higher price 
than last yean’s, decline to uccep.e any

The 
nutmegs can searcely be distin- 
guished from those of the M. fra- 
grans, and they are very aromatic. 
The leaves and flowers of this variety 
are, however, quite different from 
those of M. fragrans. 


In New Guinea there is a great 
number of varieties of nutmeg plants, 
the produce of which possess some 
aroma, but though permanent it is 
generally too feeble to admit of these 
kinds being used to any extent as 
substitutes for true nutmegs. 

As an adulteration of true mace the 
the arillus of M. malabatica, Luim., 
known under the name of Bombay 
mace, has been used during the last 
two centuries. It is much larger and 
mole cylindrical than the arillus of 
true nutmeg, and the several flaps 
are united at the apex, forming acon- 
ical structure, The anatomical struc- 
ture is also different, as may be seen 
by the aid of a microscope. When

The Rose Crop of 1892. 


KIZANLIK, June 27, 1892. 


The distiliation of the rose harvest 
lasted a little over three weeks. It is 
now over, and full reports have been 
collected and received as to the yield 
of the crop. As reported previously, 
about the middle ot April the crop was 
damaged by frost to the extent of 25 
to 30 per cent. This damage was 
considerably retrieved by the good 
and many rainfalls which followed 
the frost, and the crop would have 
again been a pretty large one had the 
weather been favorable during the 
first half of the distillation of the har- 
vest. Unfortunately, the weather 
during that time was extremely hot 
and dry, and. the result was that 
while the hot weather lasted we had 
to use as many as 300 to 320 pounds 
of rose flowers to make one (1) ounce 
of otto of rose, instead of 180 to 190 
pounds, as usual. This, of course, 
reduced the crop enormously, and at 
one time it was feared that the crop 
would prove the poorest since 188). 
Happily, during the second half of 
the distillation, the weather was all 
that could be desired—it rained al- 
most every day, and this favorable 
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very high quotations for the new crop, 
and above all content themselves with 
lacing such orders as are necessary 
or their monthly consumptions—the 
present firmness in our market will 
give away even in less than a month; 
the claims of the producers and the 
expectations of some exporters will 
come down at least 25°7, and the pure 
Otto Rose of this year’s make, 65°-66°, 
will be sold abroad from $5.60 to $6 
per ounce. The later the importers 
and consumers place their orders for 
their supplies, the less inquiries the 
exporters here will have, and conse- 
quently the weaker our market will 
become, and the cheaper the new Otto 
will be bought. 

As yet no sales of any importance 
have been effected here. The few 
purchases made last week were only 
in agsmall village producing from 100 
to 400 ounces, and the price paid 
ranged from $5 50@5 80. The best 
and largest localities, however, which 
produce large quantities of rose of 
the finest qualities, still continue to 
ask and expect as high as $6 75 and 
$7 25 per ounce. The other day one 
of the exporting houses here inter- 
ested in the rise of the price had the 
audacity to offer in one of the places 
as much as $6 25 per ounce, but the 
offer was not accepted. This bold 
offer was undoubtedly intended as a 
sort of test to find out whether the two 
leading houses opposed to any rise in 
the price above $520 to $550 per 
ounce will follow suit. They did not, 
and what is better still, their assertion, 
“that in the determination of the 
price of the new crop, it should not 
be supply alone that must be taken 
into account, but the demand from 
abroad as well,” is gaining ground. 
Therefore, this artificial firmness of 
our market is bound to break down 
in the course of next month. It can 
now be sustained only by a corres- 
pending firmness of all the foreign 
market.

EXTRACTS FROM REPORT BY 
PLUMACHER, 


CONSUL 


In cacao there has been, unfortun- 
ately, a considerable falling off in the 
quantity exported, the amount for 
1891 being 82,928 pounds, as against 
158,324 in 1890, 


There has been, however, no de- 
cline in values. It is to regretted 
that more attention is not paid to the 
cultivation of this staple, which, on 
account of its recognized superiority 
in foreign markets over that grown 
in other parts of the world, is always 
in demand, and ought to be a most 
important artiele of export from ,this 
district. 

Agriculturists here have at various 
times during depression of values of 
coffee received severe lessons as to 
the folly of trusting entirely to one 
sole product, but as a rule this has 
profited them but little. Those, how- 
ever, who have turaed their attention 
to cacao in addition to coffee are now 
reaping the benefit of their prevision. 

The amount of copaiba exported 
varies but little from year to year, 
there huving been shipped to the 


United States during 1891 24,046 
pounds, of a declared value of 


$12,768.97. There is no reason why 
ten times this amount should not be 
collected and exported annually, as it 
is practically inexhaustible in the for- 
ests of Zulia, where, indeed, other 
gums and balsams of great commer- 
cial value may be had for the gather- 
ing. 

The fish sounds industry seems to 
be slowly but steadily declining, and 
there were more fish sounds exported 
years ago than to-day, the shipments 
during the past twelve months 
amounting to only 54,943 pounds, 
valued at $19,J12.97. 

The exports of divi divi are steadily 
on the increase, as our tanners are 
beginnning to appreciate its merits. 
It is by no means equal to the best 
oak bark; but for certain grades of 
leather it answers perfectly well, and 
its cheapness is an important consid- 
eration. Dtring 1891 there were 
shipped to the United States 153,702 
pounds, invoiced at $3,109.13.

There are several articles in the 
drug market which have stimulated 
considerable interest. Among these 
are tonka beans, rose oil, jalap, Mexi- 
can sarsaparilla and rhubarb. But, 
taking the market asa whole, there 
has been no general improvement dur- 
ing the week under review over the 
condition of the market for numerous 
preceding weeks. Opium has weak- 
ened, and quinine is in no better po- 
sition than it has been for some time 
past. Below we give the list of ad- 
vances and declines:

The market is decidedly weak and 
$1 524% is now freely quoted, the range 
being to $1 55 for smaller quantities. 
For powdered $2 25@2 30 is quoted. 
The market is very dull, sales being 
of a hand-to-mouth character. From 
the following report published in an 
English contemporary it will be seen 
that no improvement in_ price 
can be expected on the ground of 
light supplies. ‘A correspondent at 
Smyrna, writing on June 11, states 
that within the past fortnight the po- 
sition remained almost the same. The 
sales for the fortnight amount to 30 
chests, manufacturing sorts, with a 
slight fail of 1d on the closing sales. 
Advices from the provinces state 
that the rains have caused slight dam- 
age, but it is quite certuin that the 
harvest for the whole of Turkey will 
reach a minimum of 8,000 chests. 
Arrivals from the harvest amount to 40 
chests against 103 last year at same 
date. From another source, we have 
the following sanguine statement :— 
‘The opium harvest of Sandikli, Kut- 
ahya, Bolvadin, and some other local- 
ities of the vilayet of Hudavendighiar, 
promises to be more abundant than 
last year; the total produce of the 
whole province, including the districts 
of Broussa, Kurissi, and Ertoghroul, 
is estimated at 15,000.’ This is atleast 
30 per cent more than the most liberal 
estimates which have been made. Our 
Smyrna correspondent writes on June 
25: “Lhe only sale this week consisted 
of 5 cases Karabissar talequale at the 
equivalent of 6s 6d per lb f.0.b. Hith- 
erto only 101 barkets of new opium 
have come forward, against 205 at 
the same time last year, but the 
gathering in of the crop in the 
lower districts commenced ten days 
later than usual. Moreover, it 
will be about 30 days less than the 
last, owing to the unfavorable weather 
which prevailed during the harvest- 
ing. This, however, is not the case in

is now being collected, and should the 
present favorable weather continue, 
there is no reason to doubt that the 
total outturn this year, including the 
Malatia and Salonica kinds, will not 
be less than 9,000 baskets.’ ”’

domestic being quoted at $140 in 
bulk, $1 45 in ounces, and $1 7/@1 85, 
as to holder, for eighths. Foieign is 
quoted at $1 40@1 70, as to style of 
package. 

Quinine. ; 

The cables in regard to last Tues- 
day’s and Thursday’s bark sales re- 
port that the auction passed off 
firmly at previous prices. The news 
does not seem to have effected 
any change for the better in the loca 
market, where, if anything, a weaker 
feeling is visible. The low prices and 
general weakness of the quinine mar- 
ket can only be attributed to the ab- 
solute lack of demand. The London 
market is reported ‘‘in a lifeless con- 
dition, 8%d being tbe price taken for 
German.” The local quotations for 
German bulk are 17{%@17\%e, though 
some are hinting darkly that 17c 
might be accepted on a firm cash offer. 
Domestic is unchanged at 20@22c, as 
to holder, in bulk, and 29e, in ounces. 


Miscellaneous. 

Alcohol.—The quotation for 10-bbl 
lots continues at $224, while for 
smaller quantities $226@228 is 
quoted, the regular conditional rebate 
being allowed in all cases.

Bromine.—Prices are unchanged, 
domestic being quoted at 21@22c and 
foreign crystals at 20c in bulk. 

Castor Oil.—Local dealers still quote 
10%@11\c in bulk. 

Cutilefish Bone.—The market exhib- 
its astiffening tendency, 15@16c being 
generally quoted on true Trieste bone, 
with one dealer quoting 14c. Mar- 
seilles pone, Trieste style, is obtaina- 
ble for less. Stocks are becoming re- 
duced and an advance over the pres- 
ent prices is looked for. 

£rgot.—The market continues weak 
and unsettled, Spanish being quoted 
at 48@55c as to holder and German at 
40c. 

Glycerine.—Domestic is quiet at 14@ 
17¢c and Germanjmoves slowly at 20c, 

Lycopodium.—The market has stiff- 
ened a trifle and 39c is now the bot- 
tom, the range being up to 41c for 
standard brands, 

Menthol.—Although this article con- 
tinues slow of sale, holders retain 
their ideas as to price, quoting $3@ 
3 25 as to brand and holder. 

Nitrate of Barium —The demand 
continues good, 6%@7\c as to quan- 
tity being quetations. 

Nitrate of Silver.—The price of this 
article has declined 4%ec and is now 
quoted at 554%@57c. 

Nitrate of strontia.—The price is 
unchanged at 8%e for round lots and 
9@9%e for smaller quantities. In 
view of the inrceased demand for fore 
ward delivery, higher prices are anti- 
cipated.

of living, are certainly very efficient 
agents in the spread of disease. The 
crowded and narrow streets where the 
air cannot circulate, the consumption 
of impure food and a disregard of 
even the simplest laws of health make 
it exceedingly difficult for the muni- 
cipal health authorities to prevent 
epidemics, 

Danger also lies in our immigration 
depots. Even with the strictest care, 
contagion is liable to enter our ports, 
particularly from the southern coun- 
tries. Both as a preventative and a 
remedy the use of disinfectants can- 
not be too strongly urged. Meas- 
ures which have any bearing upon 
questions of such vital importance as 
the public health, and which are at 
all likely to be of benefit can not have 
too much attention drawn to them. 
Science has kept pace in this direc- 
tion with the discoveries in other 
branches, and among medical men 
generally, the liberal use of disinfect- 
ants finds favor. 

We can expect ere long, to hear 
of epidemics in the South and 
and other parts of the world where 
the heat is intense, and for con- 
ditions which naturally follow favor- 
able to the propagation of the germs, 
a counteracting agent is necessary. 
Disinfectants which prevent noxious 
and offensive effluvia arising from 
animal or vegetable decomposition 
must destroy the germ of disease or 
at least neutralize ita influence. Co- 
logne waters and similar odorous 
substances merely disguise the foul- 
ne 8s of the decaying matter, but do 
not disinfect. Like every thing else 
of a remedical nature disinfectants 
may be used injudiciously, and be- 
low will be found an advertisement 
of a book which will be found service- 
able in directing the proper use of the

The warm weather which has pre- 
vailed throughout the country during 
the past week has had a tendency to 
check what little business may have 
come to the front.

Sal 
soda domestic has been advanced 
owing to light stocks and warm 
weather. Caustic Soda and Bleach 
are both quiet. One of the large 
manufacturers has advanced the price 
for powdered Cream Tartar in sym 
pathy with the advance in Argols, 
while at the same time they have re- 
duced the price of Tartaric Acid. The 
free offerings of outside lots of Oxalic 
keeps that article depressed. Brim- 
stone is higher, and the same may be 
said of Nitrate of Soda for late ship- 
ment from the coast. The other light 
chemicals and Ammoniates show few 
changes as noted below. 






Heavy Chemicals. 


Carbonated Soda Ash.—The avail- 
able stock of 48°¢ on the spot is the 
smallest known for several years and 
for which holders are asking 1 80c, If 
reports are correct the shipments for 
June from Liverpool to the United 
States show a decided falling off as 
compared with previous years. The 
demand is about nil, though at the 
close rather more inquiry was report- 
ed for future delivery, though at the 
moment buyers and sellers are apart 
in their views.

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‘The Saponification of the Substituted 
Acetic Esters. 
BY PAUL ©, FREER AND F. L. 


As the study of organic chemistry 
has progressed, the influence exerted 
by negative atoms of groupsor atoms 
upon the compounds in which they 
enter as constituent parts, has fre 
quently been the subject of remark. 
It is a well-known fact, for instance, 
that the introduction of acetyl or car- 
bethoxyl in place of hydrogenin ace- 
tic ester renders the remaining hydro- 
gen atoms so reactive that they can 
act as if they belongedl to an acid sup 
stance, while a substitution of a ni- 
tro group in methane or ethane can 
cause a similar change to take place 
in those bodies. 

It seems, a priori, then, reasonable 
to assume that organie acids, like

acetle acid, will suffer an incre:we 
in their avidity by the intro- 
duction of chlorine or bromine in 


place of hydrogen, and furthertnore, 
this avidity should be greater inthe 
monochlor-acid than in the mono- 
brom acid, for chlorine is more nega 
;tive in its nature than bromine, as 
‘can readily be seen from the relative 
:;Btability of the hydrogen compounds 
.of the two halogens, and the same re- 
jlationship should exist between the 
‘dichlor- and dibrom- and the the 
itrichlor- and tribom-acids, That this 
iis the case is shown by the work of 
‘Ostwald, who has proved the avidity 
oof the three chlorine substiiuted 
acetic acids, aS measured by their 
electric conductivity, to be as follows: 


Acetic acid, K 0.00199 
Monochlor-acetie acid, K 0.155 
Dichlor-acetic acid, K 5.17 
Trichlor-acetic acid, B=) 21. 


From these investigations another 
fact becomes apparent, pamely, that 
the introduetion of the first chlorine 
atom exerts a greater influence than 
that of the second, while the further 
substitution of remaining hydrogen 
atom doves not influence the avidity 
in nearly the same degree as the re 
spective replacement of hydrogen by 
the other two; for the influenee of 
each successive chlorine atom, begin- 
ning with acetic acid, is in the ratio 
of 86:33:24. Ostwald further found 
the constant for monobrom-acetie 
acid to be 0.138, a number somewhat 
less than that found with monochlor- 
acetic acid, 

It occurrs to us that a similar rela- 
tiouship as was observed by Ostwald 
in tne avidity of the acids in question 
would be found in their rapidity of 
saponification; the ethyl ester of the 
acid displaying the highest constant 
as determined by Ostwald, should also 
be most readily saponified, while a 
successive diminution of this rate 
should be observed accompanying the 
elimination of each chlorine atom and 
ita replacement by hydrogen. Some 
work on the velocity of saponification 
has been done by Ostwald, who stud- 
ied the hydrolysis of methyl acetate 
in presence of various free acids, find- 
ing the amount of change in the unit 
of time much increased by the acid 
addition. Oswald studied incomplete 
reactions, determining the amount of 
free acid formed from time to time by 
titration with a standard baryta solu- 
tion. R.B. Warder also devoted some 
time to the study of the speed of sapon- 


and the velocity thereof, and came to 

the conclusion that the increase in 

the speed is approximately as the 

| gecond power of the temperature, a 
| relationship which agrees with that 
suspected by Hood from a study of 
the action of potassium chlorate on 
ferrous sulphate. Reicher has also 
undertaken a similar investigation, 
studying the influence of temperature 
on the velocity of saponification of 
acetic ester by meaus of a solution of 
sodium hydroxide. He, like Warder, 
does not complete the reaction, but 
titrates from time to time, in order to 
determine the amount of free alkali 
present. 

Remsen and Hillyer at a later date 
worked out a method for determining 
the relative stability of the alkyl bro- 
mides, and this was subsequently 
more fully carried out by Lengfeld. 
The alkyl bromides, as well as the re- 
agents used, were in alcoholic solu- 
tion, and the decompositions were 
studied under the influence of sodium 
and potassium hydroxides. ammonia, 
silver nitrate, nitric acid, sulphuric 
acid and a mixture of silver nitrate 
and nitric acid. The substances to be 
decomposed were weighed in small 
bulbs and sealed. These were then 
placed in a flask, the solution of the 
reagent added, the flask well stop- 
pered and the bulbs broken, The 
amount of change was noted by open- 
ing sets of the bottles ut stated inter- 
vals of time and titrating the amount 
of sodium bromide formed and the 
work was curried out at different tem- 
peratures, the result showing that tue 
influence of temperature varied with 
the reaction under consideration. 
We also arrived at this conclusion 
after having carried out the series of 
experiments with the substitute ace 
tic esters, for, asa glance at the ap 
pended table will show, this influence 
'§ much more apparent in the case of 
the mono-substituted esthers than it 
is with the di- and tri-substituted ones, 
and, despite the limited number of re- 
sults which we are at this time able to 
present, it seems scarcely possible that 
the speed of reaction is approximately 
us the second power of the tempera- 
tures. 

The work on the saponification of 
the substituted esthers has, up to the 
present, only been extended so as to 
include monochlor-, dichlor- and 
trichlor-, and monobrom , dibrom- 
and tribrom-acetic acids, and has, so 
far as the relative influence of the 
halogen atoms upon the speed of the 
saponification is concerned, fully 
answered our expectations, for, as will 
be seen from the plotted curves, the 
tri-substituted acids are more rapidly 
suponitied than di-substituted ones, 
and the latter more rapidly than the 
mono-substituted, and furthermore it 
becomes apparent that bromine does 
not exert as marked an influence as 
chlorine. Our work differs from that 
which has previously been done in 
two particulars: we used molecular 
quantities of base and acid, and al- 
lowed complete saponification to take 
place. The results of this research 
agree with a statement made by Con- 
rad and Bruckner, that the rapidity of 
saponification of the esters of the 
acids of the fatty series increases with 
with the strength of the acid. 

EXPERIMENTAL PART, 

In the course of this research we 
studied the saponilication of mono- 
chior-, dichlor- and trichlor-acetice es- 
ters, and of the corresponding bro- 
mine compounds. We endeavored to 
extend the investigation so as to in- 
clude the iodo- and nitro-esters, but 
were compelled to abandon this pur- 
pose on account of the instability of 
the substances in question, 

The apparatus used was a modifica- 
tion of that recommended by Beck- 
mann for the determination of mole- 
cular weights by the lowering of the 
freezing-point of solutions, the outer 
jar being filled with water, which, 
during any given saponification, was 
kept at a Constant temperature. 

The quantity of ester to be saponi- 
fied was in each case so selected as to 
be exactly hydrolysed by 5 ce. of a 
solution of barium hydroxide satu- 
rated at 15°C.; 5ee. of this solution 
were found to contain 0.22355 gram of 
barium. ‘The calculated quantities of 
the various esters which were used in 
each operation are given below:

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The amounts of pure esters neces- 
sary for each saponification were re. 
spectively weighed into small glass 
bulbs and sealed for future use. 

Allof the barium hydroxide solu- 
tion used in the research wes prepared 
at the same time and was placed ina 
lurge bottle fitted with a double-bored 
stopper and two bent glass tubes, one 
reaching to the bottom of the flask, 
the other to the bottom of thestopper. 
The glass tube which extended into 
the solution was attached to one of 
the vents of a double-stopcock bu- 
rette, while the one terminating at the 
bottom of the stopper was connected 
with a wash-bottle containing caustic 
— solution; the entrance of car- 

on dioxide to the top of the burette 
was prevented by oa, with a 
tower filled with soda-lime. The bot- 
tle containing the baryta solution was 
placed upon a rack several feet above 
the level of the table upon which the 
operations were to bo conducted, so 
that by this means the burette could 
be emptied and filled at pleasure 
without allowing any acids which 
might be present in the atmosphere to 
come in contact with the standard 
solution, the value of which was un- 
altered during the entire research.The 
apparatus just described is a modifi- 
cation of that devised by Knofler. 

The method for conducting any 
given saponification was as follows: 

Into a large glass test-tube, which 
extended down into the outer jar of 
the Beckmann apparatus which was 
filled with water, one of the small 
glass bulbs containinjz a weighed 
amount of ester was dropped, and 75 
ee, of a diluent composed of equal 
parts of water and alcohol were then 
added, care being taken to have the 
diluent exactly at the temperature of 
the bath. After adding a few drops 
of phenol phthalein to the contents of 
the test-tube, the bulb was broken by 
a glass rod and the mixture agitated 
until homogeneous; 5 cs, of baryta 
were then run in, and the interval of 
time necessary for the disappearance 
ot the color of the indicator noted; 
the solution in the meanwhile being 
constantly agitated by means of the 
glass rod, while the temperature of 
the bath, which during any saponifi- 
cation was kept constant, was noted. 
This process was repeated at tempe- 
ratures ranging from 0° to 60°, the ex- 
periments not being carried beyond 
the latter point, for at about 60° the 
alcohol begins to be volatilised in such 
quauntities as to affect the volume of 

iluent. The alcohol used in this work 
was absclutely free from acid, In the 
experiments conducted at 0° we, of 
course, experienced no difficulty in 
maintaining a constant temperature 
by means of melting ice, and the 
bath was brought to the other 
points by mixing together waters of 
differing temperatures until the de- 
sired one wus obtained, and after- 
ward but little trouble was experi- 
enced in preventing a variation.

ETHYL DIBROM-ACETATE. 

This ester was prepared according 
to the method of Remis by heatin 
bromal with potassium cyanide aad 
alcohol. 

Some difficulty was experienced in 
obtaining a sufficient yield of bromal 
by following Lowig’s method, so that 
we finally decided upon following 
modification, which has shown itself 
to be entirely satisfactory : 

To 150 ce. absolute sheche, in a tlask 
fitted with an inverted condenser, 135 
ec. anhydrous bromine are slowl 
added by means of a dropping Sanat. 
After the addition of the bromine, the 
liquid is boiled upon a water-bath un- 
til hydrobromic acid ceases to pass 
off, when, upon cooling, the liquid 
separates into two layers. The whole 
igs then placed in a large flask and 
treated with concentrated sulphuric 
acid until the violent action accom- 
panied < an evolution of hydrobro- 
mic acid has ceased, when a layer of 
dark-red liquid forms at the bottom 
of the flask. This portion is separated 
from the one above and fractioned, 
the fraction between 165°-180° contain- 
ing the bromal; and from this, bromal 
hydrate will separate upon the addi- 
tion of a small quantity of water and 
cooling. The hydrate must be kept 
in the dark in a closed _ bottle. other- 
wise slight decomposition sets iu. 

In order to prepare ethyl dibiom. 
acetate, the bromal hydrate was treat- 
ed according to Remi’s method, with 
the difference that after allowing the 
mixture of bromal hydrate and a gat- 
urated aicoholic solution of potassium 
cyanide to stand for about twenty-four 
hours, we tnen finally boiled for some 
time in a flask fitted with an inverted 
condenser. Upon fractioning the de- 
canted liguid, the portion boiling be- 
tween 185°-193° contains the desired 
ester. To purify this, it was fractioned 
under diminished pressure, boiling 
between 101°-102°, 6 mm.

How Olive Oil is Made in Tuscany. 


Those mapey beings who have so- 
journed in Tuscany refuse oil in any 
country save that of its birth, and as | 
it fell to my lot to be in that lovely | 
province during the oil harvest, says 
a Rome correspondent of the Phila- 
delphia Times, I made a point of find- 
ing out about the chief industry of 
the swarthy sons and daughters of 
Italy who make the fertile hills re- 
sound with their songs and laughter 
while they pluck and sort the fruit | 
from the shapely trees. 

Men and boys were perched on lad- 





ders amid the dark-green leaves, and 
picturesque figures they made with 
their bright-colored shirts and _ bril- 
liant eyes. Each of these gatherers 
has strapped around his waist an old 
wicker basket shaped like a crescent. 
This is called the ** bugnole,”’ and re- 
ceives all the perfect fruit its bearer 
plucks. It is about afoot deep and 
admirably adapted for its special use, 
being light and not likely to impede 
the worker’s movements. The fruit 
deposited in this is neither bruised 
nor crushed, one of the chief require- 
ments for oil of the “‘ first quality.” 

The work of the women and chil- 
dren consists of carefully picking up 
the olives dropped by the men from 
their lofty perches. This fruit, which 
is usually bruised in its tumble, is put 
aside for the ‘‘second quality.”’ 

Da primo oliva e oro, la seconda ar- 
gento, la terza non val niente. The 
tirst olive is gold, the second silver, 
the third worth nothing, says the old 
proverb. Olives area most delicate 
crop and require constant attention. 
The Tuscan looks down with proper 
contempt upon the south Italian for 
his carelessness and want of cleanli- 
ness in the oil preparation. 





In Tuscany only the freshly picked 
fruit is used to make the first quality 
of oil. The second quality is made 
from the fallen berries, while the 
third quality, which is used only for 
lamps, comes from the olives blown 
down by the wind or knocked off by 
heavy rain or hail. From lying on the 
ground these olives acquire an earthly 


taste, and, as oe are kept for some | 
ing, the oil has not |

There are countless varieties of 
olives. Tho morinelle, which is bril- 


liantly black and glistens in the sun; |

are all emptied. In this basin is a 
millstone about six feet in diameter, | 
set up on end and revolving around a 
wooden column. An ox is harnessed 
toa pole projecting from the center 
piece, and as the beast paces round 
the basin a man follows and shovels 
the olives, soon reduced to greenish | 
pulp. When sufficiently crushed two 
men bring a hand barrow with long 
handles, on which lie the ‘‘gabbie,” | 
circular baskets with a hole through | 
the middle of each. 

These baskets look as if made of |

cocoa matting, but are of thick cord 
manufactured from rushes. As they 
are filled with the puip they are car- 
ried to a press and heaped with great 
care one on top of the other. Man 
taps and pushes are given by the pad- 
rone to the pile of “‘gabbia,”’ out of 
which great drops of yellow-green oil 
already exude. A disk of new wood 
is then placed on top of the oily moun- 
tain, and then begins the hard work. 
The oil press, upon which the “‘gab- 
bia” are placed, consists of an enor- 
mous beam through which goes the 
screw and is finished below by a square 
block of wood pierced with two holes, 
supported by two massive posts. A 
pole is inserted into the block, and 
with many odd cries and exclamations 
the men turn the screws round and 
the oil comes gushing outon all sides, 
mixed with dirt looking water. 
Olives contain only one-third of oil 
and two of water. The liquid runs 
into a conduit cut round the press in 


| the marble floor and disappears down 


a Hfle at one side covered with a 
wooden lid. When this is raised a 
small vat is exposed, and as the oil, of 
course, is floating on the top, it is del- 
icately skimmed with a flat tin scoop 
hollowed in the center.
